News  Printed  in  Special  Editions  of  Vienna  Papers 
Deeply  Impresses  Public,  Though  Death  Was 
Expected— Condition  Becomes  Precarious  Only 
Within  Few  Days. 


HIS  ACTIVE  REIGN  LONGEST 

KNOWN  TO  MODERN  HISTORY 


Born  in  1830  and  Ascended  Throne  at  Age  of  Nine- 
teen in  Troublous  Times — Miscellaneous  States 
Gathered  Into  Huge  Empire  and  Kingdom — 
Many  Tragedies  in  His  Life. 


LONDON,  Nov.  IS. — Kmperor  Francis 
JoMph  died  last  night  at  9  o'clock  at 
ttchoenbrunn  Caatle,  according  to  a  Hau- 
ler dispatch  from  Vienna  by  way  of 
Amsterdam. 

Telegraphing  from  Amsterdam,  the 
Central  News  correspondent  says: 

"Vienna  reports  that  although  flie 
death  of  the  Emperor  had  been  ex- 
pected, the  news,  which  was  printed  la 
•pedal  editions  of  the  newspapers,  made 
a  deep  Impression  on  the  public.  A 
special  cabinet  meeting  was  held.  The 
heir  to  the  throne,  Archduke  Charles 
3'rancls  has  been  for  some  time  in 
Vienna. 

"A  moating  of  the  Hungarian  cabinet 
Has   boon   called  at  Budapest.     Premier 
Tlsaa  will  afterwards  come  to  Vienna."

LONDON.  Nov.  21.— The  first  Intima- 
tion received  here  that  Emperor  Francis 
Joseph's  health  was  again  the  subject  of 
solicitude  was  contained  In  a  dispatch 
dated  November  12  emanating  from  u 
Vienna  newa  agency,  which  reported 
that  the  Emperor  had  been  suffering  for 
some  days  from  a  alight  catarrhal  af 
faction. 

Subsequent  reports  from  various 
sources,  more  Or  less  conflicting,  re- 
ported that  bis  condition  was  becoming 
worse,  but  none  of  them  indicated  that 
Ma  illness  threatened  ib  roach  a  crucial 
stage,  and  from  Vienna  came  assurances 
that  ho  was  still  able  to  give  audience 
to  one  or  two  ministers  daily.  What 
gavo  some  credence  to  the  suspicion 
that  his  condition  was  much  graver  than 
the  official  bulletins  indicated  waa  the 
report,  which  still  lacks  official  con- 
firmation, that  It  had  been  decided  to 
associate  the  heir  to  the  throne,  Arch- 
duke Charles  Francis,  in  the  govorn- 
ment  of  the  country,  and  that  he  was  to 
assume  the  position  on  Doc.  2,  on  the 
sixty-eighty  anniversary  of  the  Emper- 
or's ascension  to  the  throne. 
•  The  dispatch  from  Oeneva  tonight 
quotes  The  Katollsche  Zletung  as  saying 
that  the  sacrament  was  administered  to 
Emperor  Francis  Joseph  on  Saturday. 

The  longest  active  reign  recorded  in 
history  came  to  an  end  last  night  In  the 
death  at  16  years  of  the  aged  Emperor 
Francis  Joseph.  Born  on  August  18  in 
the  year  1880  the  late  Emperor  ascended 
the  thr<me  of  Austria  as  a  youth  of  19 
upon  the  abdication  of  his  uncle,  the 
Emperor  Ferdinand  I.  He  reigned 
nearly  sixty-eight  years. 

The  youthful  monarch  found  his  path 
anything  but  an  easy  one,  nor  could  the 
throne  of  Austria  have  been  described 
by  any  stretch  of  Imagination  as  a  bed 
of  roses,  for  the  empire  over  which  he 
assumed  control  was  shaken  with  in- 
ternal dissensions.  His  first  step,  a 
bold  one  for  so  young  a  ruler,  was  to 
promise  a  free  and  constitutional  gov- 
ernment for  the  country.  However,  the 
course  of  eventa  compelled  him  to  close 
the  National  Assembly  and  to  assume 
absolute  power.  At  the  same  time  he 
abrogated  the  Constitution  of  Hungary, 
though  ths  people  were  In  rebellion 
against  him  and  were  only  brought  into 
subjection  through  the  armed  Interven- 
tion, of  Russia,  while  he  owed  bis  hold 
upon  Italy  to  the  skill  of  Oeneral 
Kadetsky. 

Befoma  Effected 

Having  obtained  internal  peace  and 
freedom  for  governmental  and  legisla- 
tive action,  in  18E1  he  promulgated  the 
•diet  or  ScHoembrunn,  In  which  he  de- 
clared the  Government  "responsible  to 
no  political  authority  other  than  the 
throne."  He  centralised  tbe  Govern- 
ment of  his  many  nationalities  at 
Vienna  and  proceeded  to  Inaugurate  a 
series  of  fiscal  and  commercial  reforms 
favorable  to  the  interests  of  the  middle 
classes. 

In  1868  the  Emperor  endeavored  in 
vain  to  Induce  the  Csar  of  Hussla  to 
abandon  hla  designs  against  Turkey,  and 
further  excited  his  displeasure  by  re- 
fusing to  assist  Russia  against  the 
Western  powers,  whose  rulers  also  felt 
It  a  cause  for  grievance  that  ho  re- 
mained neutral  and  would  not  throw  the 
weight  of  his  name  Into  their  scale. 
For  thla  latter  resolution,  however,  he 
was  severely  punished,  for  had  Austria 
Joined  the  alliance  against  Russia  in 
lltt  In  all  probability  Louts  Napoleon 
would  never  have  crooned  the  Alps  and 
dictated  the  Peace  of  Vlllafranca.  It 
la  more  than  probable  also  that  Aus- 
tria's reluctance  to  act  against  Russia 
in  the  war  was  the  cause  of  her  losing 
Ijombary  threw  years  later.

la  IMS  the  Emperor  Issued  sn  Im- 
portant manifesto  In  which  he  expressed 
very  conciliatory  Intentlona  towards  the 
people  of  Hungary  and  Croatia.  The 
war  with  Russia  followed  next  year, 
after  which  the  Kmperor  applied  all  hla 
power*  to  tbe  difficult  task  of  recen- 
structlag  hla  empire  On  June  9,  1M7 
he  waa  crowned  In  Paotb  as  King  of 
Hungary,  and  la  1878  the  Congress  of 
Berlin  sanctioned  the  occupation  by 
Austria  of  the  province*  of  Bosnia  and 
Heraegovlna.  which  had  formerly  be- 
longed  to  Turkey. 

A  member  of  the  Ill-fated  Houee  of 
Ilapefcarg.  the  emperor's  private  life 
has  boon  on*  h>ng  series  of  the  tragedies 
that  would  seem  to  have  singled  out 
above  ail  other*,    la  April 


of  1854  ho  was  married  to  the  late 
Princess  Elisabeth  Amali*  Eugenie, 
youngest  daughter  of  tbe  Duke  Maximi- 
lian Joseph  and  cousin  on  her  mother's 
side  to  the  King  of  Bavaria.'  It  was  the 
Emperor's  first  Intention  to  wed  the 
»ld*r  iiater  of  the  Princess,  but  once 
having  seen  the  Princess  Elisabeth,  then 
little  more  than  a  beautiful  child,  with 
her  shining  hair  streaming  over  her 
shoulders,  bo  decided  that  she  and  none 
other  should  be  his  bride,  and  he  won 
from  her  parents  their  consent  to  his 
marriage  with  her.  That  It  was  a  love 
match  on  both  sides  there  is  little 
doubt,  for  Elisabeth,  then  at  the  most 
impressionable  ago  of  girlhood,  was 
carried  away  with  the  romantic  devo- 
tion of  her  handsome  lover.  One  ot  the 
most  beautiful  women  who  have  ever 
graced  a  throne,  she  waa  also  deeply 
religious  and  never  so  happy  as  when 
personally  ministering  to  the  needs  of 
the  poor  and  wretched  In  the  great 
capital,  Vienna,  and  other  parts  of  the 
royal  domain.  The  interference  of  the 
relatives  of  the  Emperor  in  the  early 
years  of  ber  married  life  caused  the 
Empress  considerable  unhapplness, 
which  was  greatly  mitigated,  however, 
by  the  arrival  of  her  children,  to  whom 
she  was  a  most  devoted  mother. 
Pursued   by   Tragedy 

On  January  28.  1889,  occurred  the 
tragedy  of  Meyerllng,  as  the  mysterious 
death  of  the  Crown  Prince  Rudolph  is 
generally  known,  and  the  entire  world 
mourned  with  the  bereaved  parents. 
I<ess  than  ten  years  later,  on  September 
10,  1898,  the*  Empress  was  stabbed  by 
an  Italian  anarchist  workman,  and  ex- 
pired -•  few  hours  afterwards.  Pre- 
parations were  fifing  made  throughout 
Austria  for  the  celebration  of  the  Em- 
peror's Jubilee  when  the  news,  of  his 
wife's  tragic  fate  reached  him.  All  t ho 
pomp  and  splendor  with  which  the  oc- 
casion would  have  been  honored  was,  of 
course,  abandoned,  and  only  a  very 
quiet  celebration  was  held  two  months 
later,  when  the  bereaved  husband  and 
father  Joined  in  the  solemn  Te  Deum 
that  celebrated  the  dawning  of  the 
fiftieth  anniversary  of  his  long  and 
notable  reign.  Upon  the  death  of  tho 
Crown  Prince  Rudolph  the  Emperor's 
brother,  the  Archduke  Charles  Louis, 
became  heir  to  the  throne,  but  he  re- 
linquished his  right  of  succession  In 
favor  of  his  son,  the  Archduke  Francis 
Ferdinand.  [

It  was  the  murder  of  Archduke 
Francis  Ferdinand  and  his  morganatic 
wife.  Countess  Sophie  Chotek,  at  Sara- 
jevo that  caused  the  great  war.  This 
was  the  deed  of  a  Serbian  student,  who 
was  supposed  by  the  Austrians  to  have 
been  Incited  by  Serbian  conspirators. 

Tho  ultimatum  of  July  23.  1914, 
which  Francis  Joseph  sent  to  King 
Peter  of  Serbia  denouncing  the  anti- 
Austrian  propaganda  in  that  country 
and  demanding  prompt  punishment  of 
tho  aasaasins  of  Archduke  Ferdinand 
was  supposedly  dictated  by  Francis 
Joseph  himself,  and  It  was  this  docu- 
ment that  directly  precipitated,  the  war. 
Five  days  later,  after  Serbia  had  com- 
piled with  all  the  demands  with  the  ex- 
ception of  agreeing  to  allow  Austrian 
authorities  to  enter  Serbia  to  stamp 
out  the  alleged  anti-Austrian  conspira- 
cies.  Francis   Joseph    declared    war. 

The  successor  to  the  throne  is  Arch- 
duke Charles  Francis  Joseph,  nephew  of 
Francis  Ferdinand  and  grand-nephew  of 
the  old  Emperor.  He  Is  at  present  In 
command  ,of  the  Austro-Oerman  forcos 
attacking  Western  Roumanla.

Beport  of    Staking  of    French 
Guard   Teasel  la  English   Channel 
Declared   to   Be   Untrue 

BERLIN.  Nov.  21.— -A  German  sub- 
marine sank  in  the  English  Channel  on 
November  11  a  French  guard  vessel  and 
pcveu  merchantmen,  one  of  them  a 
Nprweglan,  according  to  an  official 
communication  lasued  today,  which 
reads  as   follows: 

"One  of  our  submarines  In  the  Eng- 
lish Channel  on  the  14th  sank  a  French 
guard  vessel,  apparently  a  torpedo  boat 
destroyer.  The  same  submarine  sank 
the  Norwegian  steamer  Ullvang;  which 
waj»  carrying  war  material  for  the 
Ffench  Government."

"Yesterday  our  aeroplanes  co-operated 
successfully  with  our  artillery.  Two  of 
our  machines  are  missing." 

"During  the  night  our  line  was  heav- 
ily shelled  southwest  of  Grandcourt, 
south  of  the  Ancre,''  aays  an  official  re- 
port issued  this  afternoon.  "To  the 
right  of  our  new  front  a  hostile  patrol 
fell  into  our  hands. 

"Enemy  trenches  were  successfully 
raided  at  Gommecourt  and  In  the 
neighborhood  of  Rocllncourt  and  Ypres." 
Aviators   Busy 

PARIS.  Nov.  21.— The  French  state- 
ment issued  by  tho  War  Office  tonight 
says: 

"The  day  was  calm  on  the  whole 
front.  The  usual  cannonading  occurred 
but  no  Infantry  action. 

"Aviation — On  the  night  of  November 
20-21  our  bombing  aeroplanes  dropped 
about  100  shells  on  the  enemy  bivouac; 
In  the  rear  of  the  Somme  front." 

The  Belgian  statement  says:  "There 
is  nothing  In  particular  to  report  on  the 
Belgian  front.  In  the  courru  n(  the 
past  week  our  air  squadrons  were  very 
active.  The  aviation  field  at  Ghlstelles 
and  enemy  cantonments  were  effectively 
bombsrded  at  night.  Our  airplanes 
fought  twenty-fl've  engagements,  in  the 
course  of  which  several  enemy  machines 
wore  aeen  to  fall.  One  o?  our  pilots, 
attacked  by  four  fokkers,  took  to  flight, 
and  though  his  machine  was  seriously 
damaged,  succeeded  in  returning  safely 
to  our  lines." 

An  official  report  given  out.  thla  af- 
ternoon aays: 

"Artillery  activity  was  maintained 
last  night  to  a  notable  degree  In  tho 
regions  of  Sallllset,  north  of  the  Somme. 
and  Douaumont,  east  of  the  Meuse 
(Verdun  front).  The  night  passed  In 
relative  calm  everywhere  els*  on  the 
front."

With  tho  tendering  tomorrow  after- 
noon to  the  Lieutenant-Governor  of  the 
resignation  of  Premier  Bowser  the 
Conservative  Government,  which  has 
been  In  power  since  1903,  will  relinquish 
|  the  reins  of  office.  Yesterday  morning 
the  certificates  of  the  Agent-General,  at 
London,  Sir  Richard  McBrlde,  giving  tho 
official  results  of  the  soldiers'  vote  re- 
cently taken  in  Bnghuid  and  franco, 
reached  the  hands  of  the  Deputy  Pro- 
vincial Secretary,  Mr.  A.  Campbell  Red- 
dle. The  latter  will  tomorrow  morning 
at  11  o'clock,  in  the  executive  chamber, 
and  in  the  presence  of  representatives 
of  all  political  parties,  check  over  the 
figures  of  the  vote  taken  in  the  recent 
Provincial  elections  and  proclaim  the 
due  election  of  the  successful  candi- 
dates. 

In  tendering  his  resignation  as  head 
of  the  Government,  Hon.  Mr.  Bowser 
will  recommend  that  Mr.  Brewster,  Lib- 
eral leader,  be  called  upon  to  form  the 
new  Government,  and  thereupon  His 
Honor  will  summon  Mr.  Brewster  and 
request  him  to  name  his  Cabinet. 

Hon.  Mr.  Bowser,  Immediately  the 
certificate  reached  the  hands  of  the 
Deputy  Provincial  Secretary,  endeavored 
to  get  Into  touch  with  Mr.  Brewster  in 
order  that  the  latter  might  be  apprised 
of  the  pending  resignation  of  the  Gov- 
ernment, but  Mr.  Brewster  is  at  pres- 
ent In  Vancouver.  He  will  probably 
be  back  In  Victoria  today  or  tomorrow 
morning.  The  final  session  of  the 
executive  council  of  the  present  Gov- 
ernment will  be  held  thla  morning, 
when  a  number  of  minor  matters  of  de- 
partmental buatness  will  be  dealt  with. 

The  arrival  of  the  certificate  yester- 
day, while  not  expected  owing  to  the 
fact  that  the  advice*  from  London  had 
Indicated  that  It  would  be  mailed  on  the 
Cunard  liner  Pannonla,  wa*  none  the 
leas  welcomed  by  the  Premier  and  the 
members  of  the  cabinet  who  have  been 
waiting  for  It  to  permit  them  to  relin- 
quish office.  It  now  appears  that  while 
the  Pannonla  was  the  boat  which,  it  waa 
supposed  by  the  Agent-General,  would 
carry  the  mall,  the  fact  was  that  she 
was  held  over  in  England  until  the 
11th  Inst.,  and  the  Cunard  liner  Car- 
mania,  which  has  Just  been  released 
from  Admiralty  service,  sailed  on  her 
first  trip  In  the  mail  service  on  that 
latter  date. 

The  certificate,  with  one  or  two 
slight  exceptions,  makes  no  changes  in 
the  figures  cabled  by  Sir  Richard  on 
the  completion  of  the  count  In  London 
of  the  votes  cast  by  the  men  on  ser- 
vice. What  changes  there  are  do  not 
affect  the  standing  of  candidates  and  do 
not  pertain  to  those  ridings  in  which 
the  aggregate  vote  was  so  close  that  it 
la  practically  certain  that  recounts  will 
be  demanded.  The  deputy  Provincial 
secretary  had  not  the  figures  segregated 
last  evening,  but  will  perform  thla 
work   today. 

The  ridings  in  which  recounts  may  bo 
expected  are  Esquimau.  Islands.  Slocan 
and  Fort  George.  In  Esquimau  Mr.  It. 
H.  Pooley,  the  Conservative  candidate, 
will  demand  a  recount.  His  minority  Is 
now  two.  In  Slocan  Mr.  William  Hunter, 
Conservative,  Is  one  down,  and  In  the 
Islands  Major  Foster,  D.S.O.,  required 
Ave  votes  to  put  him  ahead  of  hi* 
Liberal  opponent.  Mr.  M.  B.  Jackson. 
In  Fort  George  Hon.  W.  R  Ross, 
Minuter  of  Lands,  lias  a  majority  of 
seven  o%tr  Mr.  J.  Mclnnea,  ths  Socialist 
candidate. 

Notic*  of  a  recount  must  be  given  to 
the  deputy  Provincial  aocretary  wltbtn 
ten  day*  of  that  official'*  declaration 
of  the  result  of  tbe  election.

Premier  Bowser  stated  yesterday 
afternoon  that  he  was  glad  the  certifi- 
cate of  Sir  Richard  McBrlde  had  ar- 
rived. He  said  h*  would  strictly  follow 
out  the  course  intimated  by  him  In  his 
recent  statement  to  tho  public  His 
resignation  will  be  Immediately  placed 
la   the  hands  of  His  Honor. 


FOR  SOME  DELAY 


Would  Like  Departure  From 
Athens  Postponed  Until  Sat- 
urday—Greek  Cabinet  May 
Be  Again  Changed. 


ATHENS,  Nov.  21. — The  diplomatic 
representatives  of  the  Central  Empires 
who  were  ordered  by  the  Entente  au- 
thorities to  leave  Greece  have  asked 
that  they  be  allowed  until  Saturday  to 
make  their  departure.  This  morning 
the  secretary  of  the  American  Legation, 
Sheldon  Whitehouse,  had  a  conference 
with  the  Turkiah,  Bulgarian  and  Aus- 
trian Ministers  with  reference  to  tho 
United  States  taking  over  the  Interests 
of  their  nationals.  The  Dutch  Minister 
will  be  charged  with  the  care  of  Ger- 
man Interests. 

Government   Pusilsd 

The  Greek  Government  is  greatly 
preoccupied  as  to  what  course  It  should 
follow  in  the  event  that  the  Central 
Powers'  Ministers  demand  its  protec- 
tion. Up  to  the  present  the  Government 
is  not  Involved  in  the  question  of  ex- 
pulsion of  the  diplomatic  representa- 
tives of  these  Powers,  as  the  order  for 
their  departure  was  delivered  direct  to 
the  legations  by  Vice-Admiral  du  Four- 
net's  aide,  the  Greek  Government  merely 
being  advised  as  to  what  had  been  done. 

Tho  Austrian  and  German  Ministers 
refused  to  accept  the  Admiral's  com- 
munication, returning  it  to  him.  The 
King  fears  that  they  may  refuse  to 
leave  Athena,  requiring  Admiral  du 
Fournet  lo  take  them  from  the  lega- 
tions by  force,  which  would  complicate 
the  position  of  Greece. 

MCay  Change  Cabinet 

ATHENS,  Nov.  20.  vl*  Ixindon.  Nov. 
21. — It  Is  learned  that  while  the  sug- 
gestion of  Arlstlde  Brland,  the  French 
Premier,  that  King  Constantino  recall 
former  Premier  Venlxelo*  Is  meeting 
with  opposition  In  Athens,  sentiment  In 
favor  of  the  King  accepting  the  other 
principal  suggestion,  namely,  that  he 
declare  war  on  Bulgaria,  Is  growing. 

The  Lambros  cabinet  is  purely  a  ser- 
vice one,  and  It  Is  understood  to  be  the 
opinion  of  the  King  that  It  ahoutd  be 
replaced  by  a  cabinet  -•nr*«^,t|ng  nt 
leaat  the  present  Boule  (legislative 
Assembly),  therefore  the  resignation  «#f 
the  ministry  I*  under  consideration,  to 
be  followed  by  a  reorganised  Kaloge- 
ropoulo*  cabinet  along  line*  formally 
suggested  by  the  King  to  the  Entente 
Power*  on  September  31.  It  Is  further 
said  ths  King  prop****  to  further  con- 
sult with  the  Entente  Powers  with  a 
view  to  averting  such  a  failure  as  oc- 
curred In  the  case  of  tho  ministry  un- 
der    Premier     Kalogeropoulo*.

Affidavits  of  American /  Sur- 
vivors Show  Steamer  Was 
Torpedoed  Wtihout  Warning 
— Attack  on  Siamese  Prince. 


WASHINGTON.  Nov.  21.— Complete 
texts  of  the  affidavits  of  the  American 
survivors  of  the  British  steamer  Mar- 
ina, sunk  on  her  way  to  this  country  on 
October  18  with  the  loss  of  six  Ameri- 
can horse  tenders,  reached  the  State 
Department  today  from  the  embassy  at 
London.  Secretary  Lansing  refused  to 
discuss  them,  pending  careful  study  of 
the  details. 

Other  officials  Indicated,  however, 
that  the  text*  corroborate  the  summitry 
cabled  to  the  department  two  weeks 
ago,  quoting  the  survivors  as  saying 
the  vessel  had  been  torpedoed  without 
warning  and  had  not  attempted  to  es- 
cape. 

The  nationality  of  the  submarine  or 
submarines  which  caused  the  sinking 
has  not  been  definitely  established.  The 
survivors  say  there  were  two  of  them, 
one  on  each  side,  and  that  each  fired  a 
torpedo.  The  department  has  requested 
Charge  Grew  to  Inquire  as  to  what  facts 
the  German  Government  have,  but  Sec- 
retary Lansing  said  today  that  no  re- 
plies had  been  received.  It  Is  thougght 
extraordinary,  as  word  was  expected 
within  the  24  days  that  have  elapsed 
since  the  sinking. 

Wo   Justification 

The  admitted  fact  that  the  Marina 
carried  a  4.7-Inch  stern  defence  gun  and 
that  she  had  been  used  to  carry  horses 
for  the  British  army,  will  not  be  con- 
sidered here  as  a  legal  Justification  for 
an  attack  upon  ber  without  warning. 
As  to  the  British  steamer  Arabia,  sunk 
in  the  Mediterranean  on  October  28,  by 
an  unidentified  submarine.  Secretary 
Lansing  said  the  department  was  still 
awaiting  information  from  Germany.

LONDON,  Nov.  21.— The  occupation 
of  the  Roumanian  town  of  Craiova,  re- 
ported by  German  official  headquarter*, 
has  not  yet  been  confirmed  from  tho 
Entente  side,  but  the  fact  that  no  Rou- 
manian official  report  lias  be*n  received 
since  bunday  leaves  little  reason  to 
doubt  Its  correctness.  Official  reports 
from    both    (J-rman    and    Russian    head- 


quarters In  the  last  two  days  had  pre- 
pared the  public  for  this  news  of  the 
success  of  tho  Central  Powers'  thrust 
at  Rou  mania,  but  it  had  been  hoped  that 
Russia,  which  was  knowu  to  bo  send- 
ing reinforcements  into  Roumanla  as 
fast  as  possible,  might  bo  in  tlmu  to 
avoid  the  blow. 

Craiova  is  an  important  town  In  the 
centre  of  a  great  grain  district  on  the 
edge  of  the  Wallacblan  plain  and  la  an 
Important  railway  Junction. 

As  the  lines  from  Tugu  Jiu,  south  of 
the  Vulcan  Pass,  and  from  the  Danube 
frontier  opposite  Vhlln.  pass  through 
Craiova,  the  position  of  tho  Roumanlau 
forcea  in  Orsova  now  ia  extremely 
critical,  and  they  may  bo  compelled  to 
evacuate  the  Orsova  region,  tho  hold- 
ing of  which  has  up  to  tho  present 
barred  the  Teutonic  allies  from  the  use 
ot   the  Danube. 

According  to  Information  In  Rouman- 
ian headquarters  in  London,  ths  Entente 
Alliea  had  already  made  provision  that 
the  huge  atores  of  grain  at  Craiova 
should  not  fall  Into  enemy  hands.  The 
swiftness  with  which  van  Falkenhayn 
struck  hla  blow  baa  oauaod  surprlso 
here,  as  today's  Russian  official  com- 
munication reports  tbe  Roumanian  re- 
treat as  having  already  reached  Fllllasb, 
about  twenty  miles  north  went  of 
Craiova. 

Some  anxiety  Is  felt  because  nothing 
has  been  heard  Of  the  German  Field 
Marshal  von  Mackensen's  operations  in 
Dobrudja  for  som*  time,  and  It  la  aug- 
geated  that  hla  recent  retreat  may  have 
been  a  deliberate  move  to  conceal  the 
aasemblage  of  the  big  forces  for  a  pos- 
sible crossing  of  the  Danube  opposite  to 
where  General  Falkenhayn  is  fighting, 
I  i  which  case  he  may  bo  expected  to  bo 
heard  from  at  Nlkopoll  or  further 
west,  at  Rahova.

BERLIN,  Nov.  21.— The  capture  of 
Craiova,  In  western  Wallachia,  Rou- 
manla, by  German  troops,  waa  an- 
nounced by  the  War  Office  thla  even- 
ing. 

LONDON.  Nov.  22.— The  capture  by 
General  von  Falkenhayn'*  forces  of  the 
town  of  Craiova  apparently  clinches 
the  Austro-German  hold  upon  a  large 
section  of  western  Wallachia,  and  prob- 
ably means  the  cutting  off  of  Import- 
ant Roumanian  forcea  from  their  line 
of  retreat  by  railway.  Craiova  lies  on 
the  main  line  about  120  mile*  wast  of 
Bucharest.  The  Roumanian  army  re- 
treating In  the  Jlul  valley  was  falling 
back  toward  thla  town,  and  was  report- 
ed In  the  Petrograd  statement  on  Tues- 
day aa  having  rsached  the  region  of 
Fllllasb.  about  40  mil**  northwest  of 
Craiova.  If  von  Falkonhayn'a  troop* 
,  have  beaten  It  to  Craiova,  aa  seems 
probable,  the  railway  Una  of  retreat 
thus  is  severed.  Likewise,  It  would  ap- 
pear that  the  Roumanian  force  which 
had  bean  operating  In  ths  Orsova  re- 
gion was  seriously  Imperilled,  If  not  cut 
off,  by  this  new  Teutonic  success. 

Craiova  before  tho  war  had  a  popula- 
tion of  nearly  80,000,  and  wan  an  active 
centra  of  Roumanian  trad*. 


NEW  YORK,  NOV.  21.— The  steamer 
Siamese  Prince  reported  on  her  arrival 
from  Brest  today,  that  on  Saturday, 
November  4,  at  7  a.m.,  when  200  mile* 
west  of  the  Island  Of  Quessant.  In 
rough  weather,  she  wa*  fired  on  by  a 
eubmarlne  without  warning.  The  first 
two  shot*  came  In  quick  succession  and 
fell  over  the  port  quarter.  Soon  after- 
wards another  shell  was  fired,  which 
dropped  astern.  Nothing  being  seen  of 
the  submarine  the  Siamese  Prince  put 
on   all    possible   speed. 

Capt.  Wa.  Anderson  satd  that  such  a 
heavy  sea  wa*  running  at  the  time  that 
It  would  have  been  Impossible  to  put 
off  In  lifeboats  if  the  vesssl  had  been 
struck.  A  small  boat  could  not  hav* 
lived  In  such  a  aea,  he  declared,  and  It 
would  have  been  out  of  the  question  to 
hav*  saved   any  one.

AIRMAN  MARES 

GREAT 


Captain  Beauchamps'  Feat  In 
Flying  From  France  to  Italy 
Across  Germany  Most  Not- 
able on  Record. 


LONDON,  NOV.  »1.— A  Vicensa  dis- 
patch to.  The  Times  give*  some  details 
of  Capt.  Beauchamps'  flight  across  Gar- 
many  from  Franca  to  Italy,  during 
which  he  dropped  bombs  on  Munich. 
The  dispatch  says: 

"All  Italian  aviation  camps  and. anti- 
aircraft batteries  had  been  .  notified  of 
the  flight  0t  Capt.  Beauchamps,  and 
e'er  on  Ma  lookout  for  him. 

"Particulars,  now  available,  of  one  of 
the  area  tent  flights  In  the  history  of 
uviatlon,  ere  to  the  effect  that  the  air- 
man left  the  Haute  Marne  department 
at  7:80  a.m.  on  an'  aerial  machine  of 
the  Nieupert  model  In  unfavorable  wea- 
ther conditions.  --His  route  lay  over 
Colmar  and  the  Black  Forest.  Hs  kept 
at  a  great  height,  and  eluded  the  vigil- 
ance of  the  Germans.  The  air  currents 
were  icy,  and  at  moments  the  enterprise 
seemed  desperate. 

"Munich  was  reached  at  mid-day,  and 
the  airman  swooped  down  on  the  sta- 
tion, oa   which  he  let  fall  six  bombs 


from  a  height  of  a  few  hundred  feet. 
He  says  the  effects  of  the  explosions 
were  quite  visible. 

"Rising  swiftly  again,  he  flew  south- 
easterly, following  the  valley  of  the 
Inn  to  Innsbruck.  Reaching  the  lower 
Flave,  he  mistook  it  for  the  beginning 
of  the  Venetian  lagoons,  and  at  2:45 
landed  In  a  field  near  Ban  Dona  dl  Pava, 

"The  aeroplane  remained  in  perfect 
condition  during  the  entire  flight,  but 
the  motor  and  propeller  were  slightly 
damaged  In  the  act  of  landing.  Beau- 
champs maintained  a -speed  of  slightly 
over  60  miles  an  hour  for  the  487% 
miles  he  covered,  and  reached  a  height 
of  between  18,000  and  10,000  feet.  The 
velocity  of  the  wind  currents  varied 
from  10  feet  per  minute  at  8,800  feet  to 
78  feet  per  minute  at  10,000  feet. 

"The  French  airman  received  a  great 
welcome  In  Venice." 


ARfcHAWOEL  EXPLOSION 

LONDON,  Nov.  81.— A  Router's  dis- 
patch from  Petrograd  says  it  Is  authori- 
tatively announced  that  only  two  ves- 
sels were  destroyed  In  the  recent  ex- 
plosion In  the  harbor  of  Bakarltsa,  near 
Archangel.  These  were  the  British 
steamer  Baron  Drlesen  and.  the  coal 
steamer  Earl  of  Forfar,  moored  beside 
the   Baron    Drlesen.

"Mr.  A.  C.  Flumerfelt  Expounds 
Plan  by  Which  Country  May 
Pay  Her  Liabilit/and  at  the 
Same  Time  Build  for  Future, 


Canada's  duty  towards  the  returned 
soldier  and  suggestions  of  a  plan  which 
might  well  be  adopted  by  the  Federal 
authorities  towards  paying  the  debt  of 
honor  the  country  owes  to  the  men 
who  have  fought  the  battles  of  the 
l£mplr«  and.  at  the  same  time,  provide 
for  the  development  of  the  country's 
resources  in  order  that  the  enormous 
drain  consequent  upon  the  demands  of 
the  war  may  be  met,  was  the  theme  of 
a  stirring  address  delivered  by  Mr.  A. 
C  Flumerfelt  before  members  of  the 
Conservative  Club  last  evening.  .  The 
subject,  one  which  has  been  given 
closest  thought  by  Mr.  Flumerfelt  who 
has  spent  the  past  four  months  of  his 
time  addressing  large  audiences 
throughout  Canada,  was  elucidated  in 
admirable  manner  by  the  speaker, 
whose  grasp  of  it  showed  the  close 
study  be  has  given  to  ante-belTum  prob- 
lems. 

The  meeting,  presided  over  by  Mr. 
W.  K.  Revercemb,  expressed  its  appre- 
ciation of  the  treat  by  a  hearty  vote 
of  thanks.  Short  speeches  were  also 
given  by  Mr.  w.  Gaunce  and  Alderman 
Dllworth.  Prior  to  the  addresses  con- 
siderable club  business  was^transacted, 
reports  from  committees  having  the  ar- 
rangement of  portions  of  the  Winter's 
programme  in  hand,  being  received  and 
further  plans  for  the  season's  enter- 
tainment being  laid.  "_  * 

Mr.  Flumerfelt  impressed  upon  his 
hearers  the  fact  that  the  Canadian 
forces  oerp  composed  of  vol  u n teeny*  and.  - 
therefore,  were  soldiers  of  honor,  not  of 
necessity;  they  were  entitled,  on  flftsjr 
return  to  a  position  or  condition  equal 
to  that  occupied  prior  to  enlistment  and 
their  work  must  be  properly  *■  recoi- 
nlzea.  Many  of  them  would  i-omc  bach, 
unable  to  accept  their  former  avoca- 
tions; they  would  all  return  as  a  dis- 
tinct liability  on  Canada's  part,  a  lia- 
bility which  the  country  must  not  seek 
to  escape. 

Mr.  Flumerfelt' went  Into  details  and 
estimated  that  Canada,  at  the  conclu- 
sion of  the  war  will  be  called  upon  to 
pay  from  $80,000,000  to  $35,000,000  In 
pensions  annually  and  with  the  prob- 
ably annual  charge  on  public  debt,  the 
total  outlay  on  account  of  the  war 
Will  be  $100,000,000.  He  quoted  sta- 
tistics to  show  the  burden  being  borne 
by  the  country  for  railway  develop- 
ment. The  experience  of  the  United 
States  which,  at  the  end  of  fifty  years 
after  the  civil  war,  is  paying  pensions 
of  $180,000,000  a  year,  though  when  war 
closed  the  charge  was  hut  about  the 
same  as  that  which  Canada  must  meet, 
though  her  population  was  then  four 
times  what  that  of  Canada  is  today.  In- 
dicated that  Canada  cannot  pay  her 
debt  to  the  returned  soldiers  In  cash. 
But  she  must  do  her  duty  not  alone 
by  the  man  who  was  Injured  but  also 
to  those  who  were  not. 

In  the  vast  areas  of  land  in  the 
country,  and  especially  in  the  West,  lay 
the  solution  of  the  problem.  In  the 
three  Prairie  Provinces  there  are  485,- 
000,000  acres,  of  which  only  19,000.000 
are  now  under  cultivation.  One-half 
of  that  Immense  area  would.  If  culti- 
vated, produce  as  much  grain  as  the 
whole  world  combined  Is  now  produc- 
ing. The  development  of  this  area  in 
Its  results  upon  the  progress  of  the 
country,  the  development  of  its  indus- 
trial life,  and  the  certainty  that  only 
by  such  development  would  the  coun- 
try be  able  to  meet  its  war  burdens, 
were  touched  upon  by  the  speaker. 
Canada,  he  declared,  could  never  be 
successful  until  she  became  populous; 
could  never  be  populous  until  the  cost 
of  living  was  reduced,  ahd  this  reduc- 
tion In  living's  cost  could  never  be 
'  achieved  until  production  was  vastly 
Increased.  He  touched  upon  the  future 
development  of  the  vacant  lands  and 
showed  what  it  would  mean  for  Brltlsh 
Columbia  when  one-third  of  the  wheat 
shipments  would  be  sent  from  Pacific 
Coast  points,  as  the  best  posted  men 
predict  will  be  the  case. 

In  this  possible  development  the, re- 
turned soldier  could  play  a  vory  Im- 
portant part.  In  this  connection  Mr. 
Flumerfelt  outlined  his  plan  of  placing 
men  upon  the  Ian  .  giving  to  each  re- 
turned soldier  a  holding  so  surveyed 
and  arranged  that  each  area  of  a  speci- 
fied size  would  be  virtually  a  self-con- 
tained community  with  all  requisites 
for  agriculture,  Including  expert  advice, 
community  advantages,  such  as  ade- 
quate educational  facilities,  not  forget- 
ting the  social  side  of  life.  The  men 
would  be  kept  on  military  pay  and 
under  military  discipline  until  such 
time  as  they  elected  to  tuke  the  piece 
of  land  and  cultivate  It.  It  had  been 
estimated  that  300,000  men  on  the  land 
would  add  $250,000,000  to  the  annual 
wealth  of  the  country.  For  those  men 
who  did  not  desire  to  go  on  the  land, 
and  undoubtedly  there  would  be  n  large 
number,  artisans,  etc.,  the  Government 
eould  appoint  a  commission,  absolute- 
ly non-partisan,  which  would  have  the 
power  to  issue  bonds  to  any  desired 
amount  based  on  lands,  the  proceeds  of 
such  bonds  to  be  utilised  in  the  organ- 
ization of  co-operative  enterprises 
which,  until  on  a  firm  basis,  would  be 
assisted,  and  the  shareholders  of  which 
would  be  the  returned  soldiers,  who 
would  ultimately  own  the  business. 

Mr.  Flumerfelt  believed  that  only  In 
some  such  manner  could  the  country's 
debt  to  the  soldier  be  paid.  Some 
scheme  which  would,  at  the  same  time, 
assist  in  the  greatest  need  of  Canada 
—development  of  her  natural  resources 
— was  the  only  businesslike  method  of 
handling  the  problem.  He  look  occa- 
sion, too,  to  speak  on  behalf  of  the 
Patriotic  Fund,  quoting  figure*  to  show 
that  on  the  present  basis  of  population 
this  city  could,  If  every  one  gave  but 
one  and  one-quarter  cents  per  day, 
raise  the  $800,000  being  called  for  for 
next  year.  He  presented  the  case  In  a 
way  not  hitherto  demonstrated.  H* 
showed  that  Brltlah  Columbia  has  sent 
some  85,000  men.  the  bulk  of  whom  are 
getting  $1.10  per  day  or,  perhaps,  an 
average  of  $1.8$.  In  the  ordinary 
course  those  men  would  be  getting  an 
average  of  $$  par  day,  but  putting  it 
at  one  dollar,  it  meant  that  those 
85,000  men  were  sacrificing  a  dollar 
per  day  each  by  enlisting  or  an  aggre- 
gate Of  over  $18,700,000  per  year.  If 
Victoria  had  sent  but  2.500,  end  she  has 
sent  many  more  than  that,  tha  amount 
those  men  were  sacrificing  aggregated, 
oa  the  above  basis,  over  $$00,000  a 
year.  In  visa;  of  those  figures  Vic- 
torians at  home.  Mr.  riuossrfeK  be- 
lieved, should  be  determined  to  give 
still    further    towards    the   groat    fund.

Companies    ana    Brotnarhoods    Marshal- 
ling-   rorees    for    Fight    Ot»r

WASHINGTON,  Nov.  81.— Happenings

The    Spur    brotherhood    chiefs W.    G. 

Lee.  chief  of  the  Brotherhood  of  Rail- 
way Trainmen;  Warren  8.  Stone,  Loco- 
motive Engineers;  W.  8.  Carter,  Loco- 
motive Firemen;  L.  E.  8heppard.  acting 
chief  of  the  Railway  Conductors— called 
on  President  Wilson  last  evening.  Amal- 
gamation was  effected  yesterday  be- 
tween the  brotherhoods  and  the  twelve 
railway  departments  of  the  American 
Federation  of  Labor  to  obtain  a  perma- 
nent eight-hour  day  for  railway  work- 
era,  to  fight  the  efforts  of  the  railroads 
to  overturn  the  Adamson  law  and  to 
oppose  any  attempt  In  Congress  to  en- 
act unsatisfactory  legislation.  This 
caused  apparent  elation  for  a  time,  but 
it   disappeared. 

The  brotherhood  heads  remained  at 
the  White  House  fifteen  minutes.  It  Is 
understood  they  emphasised  to  the 
President  the  part  thsy  and  their  fol- 
lowers had  played  In  bringing  victory 
for  the  Democratic  party. 


LONDON,  Nor.  SI. — The  Petrograd 
correspondent  of  The  Dally  Telegraph, 
writing  under  Saturday's  date,  say  a: 

"When  the  full  tale  of  this  wash's 
doings  in  ths  Duma  comes  to  be  writ- 
ten It  wlU  form  one  of  the  strangest 
chapters  In  the  history  of  ths  war.  At 
present  It  cannot  be  put  Into  print  In 
anything  Ilk.  its  entirety.  Those  whose 
buslneas  It  la  to  settle  thing,  decided 
that  to  give  complete  publicity  to  this 
remarkable  episode  would  not  be  in  the 
Interest  of  ths  country,  consequently 
there  are  many  blank  column.  In  the 
papers,  where  the  debate,  of  the  first 
three  sittings  of  the  Russian  Parlia- 
ment would  otherwise  appear.  How- 
ever, what  la  said  in  the  presence  of 
•00  or  800  people  cannot  permanently 
be  bottled  up.  The  substance  of  the 
speeches  has  already  become  widely 
known,  and  is  the  sole  topic  of  political 
conversation.  Presently  It  Will  spread 
to  the  farthest  corners  of  the   Empire. 

"What  we  have  so  far  is  only  the  first 
part  of  the  drama.  The  denouement  Is 
still  to  come,  and  It  is  too  early  to 
prophesy  with  any  degree  of  poslUve- 
ness  what  its  nature  will  be,  but  it  may 
be  at  once  said  that  so  far  as  the  com- 
mon cause  of  the  Allies  is  concerned 
the  proceedings  in  the  Duma  and  con- 
current events  afford  much  ground  for 
satisfaction. 

War  Determination 

"To  begin  with,  the  Russian  Parlia- 
ment, by  repealed  decdaratlons.  accom- 
panied In  every  case  by  demonstrations 
of  unquestionable  sincerity,  and  as 
shown  by  both  Itself  and  the  nation  for 
which  It  is  speaking  is  as  unshaken  as 
ever  In  the  determination  that  the  war 
must  be  carried  on  at  whatever, cost  to 
the  only  possible  conclualonr  "consistent 
with  the  professions  of  thd  Allies  to 
the  world  at  large  and  their  Wedges  to 
one   another.  V 

"The  drama  was  opened  by  a  speech 
by  M.  Mllliukoff  at  Thursday's  sitting- 
It  was  a  sharp  and  very  remarkable  at- 
tack on  one  of  the  organs  of  the  Gov- 
ernment. His  Initiative  wti  followed 
by  the  spokesmen  of  the  other  parties 
of  the  bloc;  in  other  words  it  was  sup- 
ported by  the  overwhelming  majority  of 
the  House.  All  this  time  the  Ministerial 
seat,  in  the  chamber  were  vacant  A 
situation  of  actual  tension  between  the 
Government  and  Parliament  seemed  to 
threaten. 

"In  the  critical  moment  General  Shu- 
aveff  and  Admiral  Grigorevltch.  Minis- 
ters of  War  and  the  Navy,  stepped  into 
the  breach.  The  superficial  pretext  of 
their  appearance  In.  the  midst  of  the 
parliamentarians  was  to  give  some  ac- 
count of  the  great  increase  in  Russia's 
great  output  of  arms  and  ammunition. 
Their  real  reasons  also  have  been 
given. 

"As  already  said,  the  drama  is  not 
yet  finished,  but  it  has  reached  a  point 
at  which  Its  development  cannot  bo  ar- 
rested. In  Russian  politics  some  things 
are  possible  which  in  other  countries 
are  unthinkable,  but  even  here  it  is  dif- 
ficult to  Imagine  that  the  playing  out 
of  the  plot  can  leave  the  Cabinet  un- 
changed." 


TORO.JO  STRIKE  SETTLED 

C.F.n.    Freight    Handlers    Ar.    Oraated 

Increase   of   Wages   and  Hetnm 

to  Work 


TORONTO,  Nov.  21.— Late  last  night, 
the  Canadian  Pacific  Railway  officials 
and  the  striking  freight  handlers  here 
came  to  terms,  and  the  men  resumed 
work  this  morning.  Mayor  Church  took 
a  hand  in  the  situation  yesterday,  and 
after  a  meeting  with  the  men's  repre- 
sentatives there  was  another  conference 
between  General  Superintendent  Allan 
Purvis  and  the  men  later  In  the  day  at 
which  the  railway  company  agreed  to 
give  the  freight  handlers  an  advance  of 
wages  provided  they  returned  to  work 
today. 

The  more  vital  question  of  pensions 
also  has  been  settled  satisfactorily. 

The  company  has  agreed  to  give  the 
men  a  10  per  cent  advance  In  wages  and 
to  restore  them  to  good  standing  In 
their  former  positions,  and  also  to  re- 
store   their    former   privileges.

— The  Belgian  au- 
thorities in  London  hav.  received  de- 
tails Of  the  compulsory  recruiting  of 
workman  by  Gorman.  In  the  district  of 
Mons,  which  is  not  included  In  the  to- 
called  etappen  sono  (son.  of  military 
operations).       Among   th.   reports    are: 

"Th.  proceedings  began  on  Thursday, 
October  SS.  An  order  waa  posted  on 
the  preceding  days  in  th.  villages  of 
QuievraJn,  Thulln,  Elouges.  Balaleux, 
Nanalea  and  Montrosul-8ur-Ha!ne.  sum- 
moning th.  entire  male  population  above 
th.  ag.  of  17  to  present  themselves  at 
Quievrain  on  th.  morning  of  October 
SS  at  S  o'clock.  Th.  men  w.r.  unpre- 
pared and  unprovided  for  th.  length  of 
the  proceedings  and  ignorant  of  their 
meaning.

"After  preliminary  Inspection  tb. 
German  authorities  singled  out  priests, 
professors  and  teachers,  town  clerks, 
customs  officials  and  members  of  the 
local  food  commissions.  Old  man  and 
cripples  were  at  once  rejected.  The 
selection  from  the  remainder  was  mad. 
with  great  care,  although  the  principle 
upon  which  it  was  based  is  not  appar- 
ent In  some  cases  men  out  of  work 
were  sent  back  home,  while  others  who 
had  never  been  employed,  as  well  as 
clerks,  students  and  farmers,  were 
taken.  Twelve  hundred  persons  were 
retained,  almost  20  to  25  per  cent  of 
the  able-bodied  population  of  the  vil- 
lages " 

Another  report  says: 

"Similar  measure,  hav.  been  taken  In 

other  places.  In  some  cases  the  Ger- 
man authorities  forced  the  men  to  sign 
a  contract  for  six  months.  This  con- 
tract guaranteed  free  transportation  on 
the  outward  Journey.  Many  trains  were 
seen  passing  through  the  station  at 
Mons  going  to  France  packed  with 
civilians  from  Flanders..  They  were 
herded  together  In  cattle  trucks.  Insuf- 
ficiently clothed  and  without  any  knowl- 
edge of  tbelr  destination.  It  Is  cer- 
tain that  these  unfortunate  men  were 
harshly  treated.  They  complained  of 
hunger  and  cold,  The  workmen  at  the 
railroad  towns  brought  what  food  th.y 
had,  but  were  not  allowed  access  to 
the  men,  and  on.  who  left  the  train  to 
pick  up  a  piece  of  bread  waa  brutally 
treated  by  the  Germans."  4 

Wont  of  Disasters 

Emlle  Cammaerts,  the  Belgian  writer. 
In  a  contribution  to  th.  London  papers, 
writes: 

"As  I  write  these  Unas  the  slave 
raids  are  going  on.  The  tramp  of  sol- 
diers is  heard  through  Belgian  towns 
and  villages,  and  women,  children  and 
men  are  kidnapped  right  and  left  It 
is  terrible. 

"Trains  roll  through  Germany  packed 
with  human  cattle. 

"These  things  have  been  going  on 
since  October  IS.  Ten  days  ago  16,000 
had  been  taken  In  Flanders  alone.  How 
many  are  there  now?  Between  80,000 
and  30,000.  If  things  are  allowed  to 
go  on  at  thi.  rate  we  shall  witness  th. 
wholesale  deportation  of  an  entire  peo- 
ple, reduced  to  slavery. 

"This,  Indeed,  is  a  disaster  worse 
than  Invasion,  worse  than  the  retreat 
from  Antwerp,  worse  than  the  whole- 
sale massacres  of  Louvaln,  Tannines. 
Ardenne.  Dlnant — worse  than  even  the 
ceaseless  persecutions  of  the  last  two 
years.  What  Is  Belgium's  answer  to 
this  new  crime? 

"Today  her  soul  Is  stricken.  Every 
one  of  these  captives  has  to  choose  be- 
tween death  and  dishonor.  Their  spirit 
is  broken  by  the  slow,  gnawing  torture 
endured  In  complete  Isolation. 

"In  order  to  Inflict  new  torture  upon 
her  victims,  Germany  has  had  to  aban- 
don her  last  hope  that  she  might  still 
possess  a  rank  among  the  civilised  na- 
tions of  the  world.  Since  the  begin- 
ning of  the  war  she  haa  piled  up  such 
a  heap  of  horrors  that  the  wildest  im- 
agination might  well  shrink  from  It. 
But  these  slave  raids  will  be  consid- 
ered ln  the  future  the  keystone  of  the 
ghastly  monument.  It  Is  not  only  with- 
out Justification,  but  without  the 
slightest  shadow  of  extenuating  cir- 
cumstances. 

"When  she  sent  her  ultimatum  to 
Belgium,  Germany  pleaded  military  ne- 
cessity. When  she  butchered  6.000  dis- 
armed civilians  and  sacked  four  or  Ave 
towns  she  invented  the  legend  of  franc 
tlreurs,  which  was  at  least  believed  by 
a  certain  number  of  soldiers  who  had 
been  falsely  persuaded  that  Belgium 
had  promised  to  give  free  passage  to 
her  army.  When  she  requisitioned  the 
Belgian  crops  and  raw* tuffs  she  ar- 
gued that  she  needed  them  sorely,  and 
she  allowed  the  population  to  be  fed 
by  th.  United  States  and  Great  Britain. 
When  she  murdered  Nurse  Cavell  and 
Capt.  Fryatt  she  could  say  that  they 
were  enemies  who  had  succeeded  in 
doing  her  some  harm. 

"The  submarine  campaign  and  th. 
zeppeiln  raid,  were  an  outcome  of  the 
new  German  principle  of  waging  war 
not  only  upon  the  army  and  navy  but 
upon  the  civil  population.  All  thla 
made  anarchy,  a  wild  brutality  and 
systematic  violation  of  the  laws  of 
humanity.  We  can  understand  how  the 
dreadful  nation  can  be  led  to  commit 
auch  crimes. 

"But  what  can  be  said  about  th. 
recent  slave  raids?" 
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MONTREAL,  Nor.  21— "Printed  copies 
of  the  report  by  Lleut-CoL  Herbert 
Bruce.  M.  D.,  on  the  Canadian  medical 
service,  are  now  obtainable  for  the

"Several  prominent  Red  Cross  people 
will,"  the  correspondent  added,  "take 
the  opportunity.  If  offered,  of  giving 
testimony  before  the  committee  of  in- 
quiry. In  view  of  the  widespread  inter- 
est aroused  by  the  controversy,  press 
representatives  will  bo  allowed  to  at- 
tend th.  proceedings.  The  Inquiry  will 
open  as  seen  as  the  members  ©f  tb. 
board   reach   London.'*

DO  YOUR  CHRISTMAS  SHOPPING   EARLY 
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Their  Untiring  Advance  Among 
Flanking  Mountains  Respon- 
sible for  Its  Capture — Ar- 
rival of  Allies'  Troops, 


LONDON,  Nov.  21.— Ward  Price,  Brit- 
ish presa  representative  ln  the  East,  and 
the  first  Englishman  to  arrive  in  Mon- 
astir  after  its  recapture.  In  a  despatch 
dated  from  that  city  on  Sunday,  writes: 

"The  Allies  are  ln  Monaetir  at  last. 
Down  the  streets  with  their  black  vis- 
tas of  closed  Iron  shutter*  come  French 
cavalry,  which  were  the  first  to  enter. 
They  are  now  maintaining  a  strict  pa- 
trol. 

"Their  horses'  necks  are  hung  with 
wreaths  of  flowers,  for  the  Inhabitant., 
arter  peeping  timidly  from  behind  barred 
windows  for  a  while,  have  at  length 
ventured  out  and  are  offering  posies  and 
garlands  to  the  French  and  Russian  sol- 
diers, who  come  constantly  marching  in. 

"It  was  8:1R  o'clock  this  morning 
when  the  last  battalion  of  Germans 
marched  out  at  the  northern  end  of  i 
Monaetir.  They  were  seen  by  the 
French  scouts  pouring  along  the  Prllep 
road.  A  quarter  of  an  hour  later,  a 
hattery,  left  to  protect  the  rear  of  the 
retreating  army,  Umbered  up  and  made 
off  at  a  fast  trot  through  the  streets. 
French  cavalry  and  mounted  scouts 
were  close   upon   Its   heels  as   It   went. 

"At  9  o'clock,  the  first  French  com- 
pany of  infantry  marched  in  past  the 
still  burning  barracks,  which  the  enemy 
had  set  afire  during  the  night. 

"A  Russian  battalion  was  with  them: 
the  two  columns,  in  fact,  came  abreast 
along  the  road.  And  so  Monastlr  be- 
en me  8erblan  again,  for  though  the 
French  and  Russian  troops  had  the  priv- 
ilege of  first  arriving,  they  themselves 
were  anxious    to  admit     that     It     was 
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chiefly  the  tireless  advance  of  the  Ser- 
bians along  the  mountains  ln  the  loop 
of  the  Cerna  river  that  forced  the  Bul- 
gars  and  Germans  to  evacuate  Monastlr. 
"It  is  thanks  to  the  Serbians  that  we 
WOB  the  town,"  said  a  French  colonel, 
who  was  one  of  the  first  to  get  In. 
"The  whole  of  the  centre  of  the  town 
Is  being  reserved  as  quarters  for  the 
Serbians  to  dispone  of  as  they  require, 
should  a  triumphal  entry  of  the  Ser- 
bian army  Into  therr  redeemed  city  be 
afterwards    arranged."

,  unto  Allies  have  brought  to  bear,  be- 
cause of  dwindling  reaoureas,  if  not  ac- 
tual starvation  among  certain  sections 
of  the  population,  and  because  of  a  gath- 
ering disbelief  In  the  invincibility  of 
the  Central  Powers-  The  Bummer  of- 
fensive of  the  Russians,  directed  ex- 
clusively against  the  Austrlans.  created 
dismay  in  tha  Dual  Monarchy.  Italy's 
remarkable  recovery  and  counter-offen- 
sive following;  the  Austrian  advance  on 
the  Italian  front;  the  entry  of  Bou- 
mania  into  the  war,  and  the  successes 
of  the  armies  of  General  Sarrail  are 
cumulative  events  which,  to  say  the 
least,  have  not  tended  to  popularise  the 
war  In  Austria-Hungary. 

The  new  Emperor,  the  Archduke 
Charlee  Francla, '  will  have  to  prove 
himself  at  least  equal  in  courage  and 
abilities  to  his  predecessor  if  he  would 
hold  tog-ether  the  discordant  elements 
that  go  to  make  up  the  Dual  Monarchy. 
We  question  if  ever  a  sovereign  haa 
come  to  the  throne  confronted  by  such 
a  task.  In  all  human  probability  it  la 
one  to  which  he  will  prove  jinequaL 
Austria  is  too  far  embroiled  and  too 
much  ia  at  stake  to  entertain  for  a  mo- 
ment any  idea  that  a  change  In  rulers 
may  lead  to  a  separata  peace.  The  ten- 
tacles of  German  influence  have  been 
stretched  to  such  an  extent  that  the 
best  that  can  be  hoped  for  from  the 
death  of  the  aged  Emperor  is  that  the 


he  ascended  the  throne,  war  broke  out 
between  Austria  Jnd  Hungary.  Whlls 
unsuccessful  at  first,  the  Hungarian 
armies  later  gained  several  victories  and 
drove  back  the  Austrlans,  declaring  their 
independence  on  April  M,  1849.-  Francis 
Joseph  appealed  to  the  Csar  of  Russia, 
who  sent  200,000  troops  Into  Hongary 
from  the  eaat  and  north,  the  Auatriana 
advancing  from  the  west  The  result 
was  that  the  Hungarian  army,  though 
fighting  brilliantly,  was  hopelessly 
beaten  and  Hungary  was  again  con- 
quered. In  1*62  the  country  was  on4 
the  brink  of  war.  through  ths  efforts  of 
Prussia  to  establish  herself  at  the  head 
of  the  Germanic  kingdoms.  The  follow- 
ing year  saw  trouble  with  Russia,  who. 
demanding  a  protectorate  over  the 
Greek  Christians  In  Turkey,  sent  her 
troops  Into  Voldavla  and  Wallachla. 
Austria,  Francs  and  England  co-operated 
In  condemning  this  move,  and  the  fol- 
lowing year  Austria  entered  into  an  of- 
fensive and  defenslvs  alliance  with 
Prussia.  In  ths  same  year  Austria  oc- 
cupied the  Danubian  principalities. 

In  186*  war  broke  out  between  France, 
and  Sardinia  on  the  one  hand  and  Aus- 
tria on  the  other  because  of  the  letter's 
Italian  policy.  As  a  result  of  this  strug- 
gle Lomberd-Venetla  was  ceded  to 
Napoleon  III.,  Tuscany  and  Modena  were 
restored  to  their  respective  princes,  and 
Italy  was  formed  into  a  confederation. 
Five  years  later  Auatrla,  Aghtlng  with 
Prussia,  Invaded  Schleewlg,  Holsteln 
and  Leuenburg,  which  ware  taken  over 
by  the  two  powers.  The  division  of  the 
spoils  led  to  a  war  between  Prussia  and 
Austria.  In  18«8  Prussia  entered  into 
an  alliance  with  Italy,  which  led  to  the 
""MisBt  «f  Austria  and  the  Treaty  of 
Prague.  In  1170  the  Triple  Alliance  was 
entered  Into  between  Germany  and  Aus- 
tria, and  this  was  joined  In  1882  by 
Italy,  remaining  in  fores  until  the  latter 
declared  war  against  Austria  in  19  It. 

The   more   recent   events  In   Austria's 
history  are  known  to  all.     Of  these  the 
most    interesting    are    her    relations    to 
Serbia,   which    became   clouded   as   long 
ago  as  1878.      It  was  in  that  year  that 
Austria  was  Invited  to  occupy  and  as- 
sume   a    protectorate    over    Bosnia    and 
Hersegovlna    in    the    interests    of    the 
peace  of  Europe.      This  she  did.  but  in 
itot  she  want  still  further  and  annexed 
these    two    principalities.       This    action 
created  a  smouldering  volcano  of  hatred 
among  the  Serbs.     It  resulted  In  the  as- 
aasslnatlon  of  two  Serbian  moriarchs  be- 
cause of  their  leaning  towards  Austrian 
rule,   and    finally    the    aesasslnatlon   of 
Francis   Ferdinand   of   Austria   and   his 
wife,  which  precipitated  the  present  war. 
.Such  Is  the  briefest  of  reviews  of  {he 
strenuous     period    of   history      through 
which    Austria-Hungary     passed     under 
her  lata  monarch.      At  any  time  for  half 
a  iioaen     years    before  August  1.  1914, 
those    who    followed    European    events 
predicted     that   the  death     of  Emperor 
Fraaela     Joseph     would     precipitate     a 
European  war.      The  storm  buret  over 
two  years  before  he  passed  away,  but  It 
Is  none  the  less  a  tribute  to  his  sagacity 
and  atatesmanahlp  that  the  chancelleries 
of  Europe  should  have  realised  thet  to 
htm  waa  due  the  keeping  of  the  peace 
where  for  so  many  years  so  manv  na- 
tions stood  on  the  threshold  of  war.  Th* 
verdict  of  history  will  assign  but  small 
blame    to     the    late    Emperor      for    the 
present   struggle      There  waa   nothing 
In  the  quarrel,  such  as  It  waa.  between 
Austria  and  Serbia  that  could  not,  and 
would  not.  If  the  Emperor  had  had  hla 
way.  been  settled  by  pacific  means.    But 
a  power  stronger  thaa  Austria-Hungary 
arrogated  to  Itself  the  decision  between 
peace  and  war  and  chose  the  latter.   The  I 
Emperor  Francis  Joseph  had  grown  old. 
We  do  not  even  at  this  late  stage  knew 
what    bis   counsel   waa  at    the   time   of 
crisis,  but  believe  that  he  was  at  first 
the     unwilling  and     always  the     fere- 
doomed  accomplice  of  the  "Anarchist  of 
Europe." 

First  in  the  consideration  of  all  who 
have,  fallowed  European  events  closely 
will  arias  the  speculation  ef  what  ef- 
fect file  death  will  have  upon  tha  course 
of  the  war.  It  le  very  difficult  la  amy. 
These  are  parlous  tlssee  In  Austria-Hun- 
gary. The  repeat  aemaoajl nation  ef  tha. 
Auatriea  Premier.  Count  Sturgkh.  waa  a 
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event  may  indirectly  bring^to  a  boa* 
the  seething  discontent  that"  Is  known 
to  exist  In  the  realm.  A  happening  of 
such  a  nature  would  hasten  the  end  of 
the  struggle,  for  Impotent  as  he  was 
when  his  desires  conflicted  with  those 
of  the  Kaiser  there  is  no  doubt  that  the 
influence  exerted  over  his  heterogeneous 
peoples  by  the  late  Emperor  was  re- 
markable. Although  an  enemy,  It  Is 
only  fair  to  concede  that  Francis  Jo- 
seph was  one  of  the  world's  great  rulers 
and  it  is  in  this  category  that  he  will 
find  his  place  In  history.

We  are  hopeful  that  the  meeting,  to 
be  held  on  Friday  in  the  Board  of  Trade 
rooms,  of  those  persons  who  wore  mem- 
bers of  the  recent  Business  Men's  Ex- 
cursion, will  be  fruitful  of  good  result's. 
Those  who  formed  that  party  realise 
more  fully  than  ever  they  did  before  the 
great  possibilities  of  trade  and  develop- 
ment on  Vancouver  Island,  and  they  ap- 
prsclate,  as  they  never  have  done,  the 
handicaps  Victoria  is  under  in  Its  efforts 
to  secure  the  advantage  of  that  trade 
and  promote  that  development. 

In  this  connection,  the  relation  of  the 
E.   *   N.   Railway   to  Victoria  business 
and    local    progress    In    the    rural    com- 
munities Is  vsry  Important,  and  It  must 
be  discussed   with   frankness.      We  are 
not  unmindful,  and  we  do  not  think  the 
excursionists    are,    of    the    difficulty    of 
knowing     Just     what   a    transportation 
company  ought  to  do  In  the  way  of  dis- 
counting  future    traffic.      As   a   general 
proposition,    Increased     facilities     mean 
increased  traffic,  but  the  adjustment  of 
the   enlarged   facilities   to   probable   en- 
larged   business    is   not   something   that 
can  be  determined  absolutely  In  advance. 
New      facilities      mean      new      charges 
upon    the    operating    department    which 
can  be  easily  calculated;   but  the  volume 
of  Increased  buslneaa  must  be  a  matter 
of  conjecture.      We   wish   to  make  this 
point  clear,  because  of  what  we  propose 
now  to  say,  whlcfils  that  In  our  humble 
Judgment  It  Is  the  duty  of  a  transporta- 
tion company   to  endeavor  to  stimulate 
traffic,  and  this,  also.  Is  to  Its  own  In- 
terest.      A    great    corporation    like    the 
Canadian  Pacific,  which  owns  the  E.  A 
N.  Railway,  la  In  the  nature  of  a  mon- 
opoly.    This  Is  true.  indeed,  of  all  com- 
panies   holding     franchises    for     public 
utilities,  and  It  carries  with   it  certain 
obligations    to    the    public.       A    private 
operator  of  a  truck  having  no  f ranch io« 
can  do  business  In  the  way  he  likes,  un- 
less he  chooses  to  make  himself  a  com- 
mon carrier,  but  a  railway  or  steamship 
company  owes  a  duty  to  the  public,  and 
Is    not    Justified    In    regarding    proposi- 
tions  from    the   standard   of   Immediate 
returns  only.      We  do  not  say  that  this 
policy  has  been  followed  by  the  E.  ek  N. 
Railway  Company,  for  It  haa  not  been. 
We  are  only  endeavoring  to  make  plain 
what  seems     to  us   to  be  the     correct 
standpoint  from  Vhtch  the  discussion  of 
traffic  questions   should   be  approached. 
Railways  owe  something  to  themselves, 
of  course,  but  they  also  owe  something 
to  the  public.      We  do  not  like  the  use 
of  the  word  "concessions"  when  applied 
to  facilities  furnished  to  the  public  by 
transportation     companies     which     owe 
their  existence  to  the  public

Our  local  evening  contemporary  would 
like  to  be  told  why  Imperial  legislation 
might  be  necessary  to  declare  a  body 
elected  by  the  voters  of  the  Province  a 
duly      constituted       Legislature.  The 

answer  is:  To  prevent  some  troublesome 
person  from  setting  up  that  It  Is  not 
such  a  Legislature  May  we  point  out 
to  our  contemporary  that  there  le  no 
magic  In  the  word  "elected."  To  consti- 
tute a  body  of  persons  a  Legislature,  it 
must  be  elected  la  a  legal  way.  The 
return  of  the  members  elected  must  be 
made  in  the  way  psprided  by  law,  or  the 
election  la  not  complete,  and  there  is  no 
legally  elected  body.  The  reason  that 
Mr.  Bowser  haa  not  resigned  Is  that  the 
election  will  not  be  complete  until  the 
Deputy  Provincial  Secretary,  who  Is  the 
Returning  Officer  under  the  law,  shall 
certify  the  result  of  the  voting. 

No  body  of  men  has'  a  right  to  meet 
and  declare  itself  to  be  a  duly  elected 
Legislature.  If  there  Is  Any  doubt  as 
to  the  legal  constitution  of  a  body  claim- 
ing to  be  such,  the  only  authority  that 
csn  settle  the  matter,  short  of  the  Judi- 
cial Committee  of  the  Privy  Council 
passing  upon  some  concrete  case  In  law, 
is  the  imperial  Parliament.  Therefore, 
we  say  that,  if  It  should  so  happen  that 
the  result  of  an  election  could  not 
officially  and  legally  declared,  only  two 
courses  would  be  open,  namely,  to  hold 
a  new  election,  or  to  ask  the  Imperial 
Parliament  to  affirm  the  validity  of  the 
incomplete  election.  The  Legislature  of 
British  Columbia  derives  Its  authority 
from  an  Imperial  statute,  and  if  thereJe 
any  doubt  as  to  the  validity  of  a  body 
chosen  as  such  a  legislature,  the  Im- 
perial Parliament  can  remove  It,  and  no 
one  elae  can,  except  the  Judicial  Com- 
mittee sitting  upon  a  single  case.  The 
Lieutenant  -  Governor  might  dismiss 
forty  Premiers,  but  this  would  not  make 
a  Legislature  any  the  more  legal  than 
It  was  originally.

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To  what  degree  the  proclamation  of 
the  Grand  Shereef  of  Mecca,  declaring 
that  Arabia  shall  henceforth  be  an  Inde- 
pendent kingdom  to  be  ruled  by  himself 
and  his  descendants,  was  Inspired  by 
the  British  Government  must  for  the 
present  remain  an  open  question,  but 
observers  who  have  been  watching  the 
courae  of  events  in  that  part  of  the 
world,  have  little  doubt  that  the  step 
was  engineered,  If  not  from  London,  at 
least  from  Delhi.  The  act  la  the  more 
significant  because  the  Grand  Shereef 
has  appealed  to  Arabs  everywhere  to 
recognise  him  as  their  suzerain.  This 
Is  the  Arst  step  towards  restoring  to 
the  House  of  Mohammed  the  authority 
over  Islam  wrenched  from  it  by  the 
House  of  Osmanll  three  hundred  years 
ago.  The  psmanlls  were  and  are  ths 
Turkish  sultans.  They  had  no  right  to 
the  Caliphate  except  euch  as  their  vic- 
tories over  the  Arab  holders  of  the 
title  could  give  them,  and  It  has  never 
been  recognizes}  as  valid  by  educated 
Musselmans.  There  is  no  question  that 
the  Grand  Shereef  is  entitled  to  the 
position  under  the  laws  of  Islam. 

Undsr  these     circumstances   the   pro- 
clamation   referred    to    seems    to    be    a 
step    towards    the    restoration    of      the 
Caliphate  to  those  who  originally  were 
entitled  to  It,  an  I"  the  deposition  of  the 
Turkish  Sultan  from  his-posltlon  as  the 
head    of      Islam      which    his    ancestors 
have  held  for  three  centuries.     It  is  a 
mistake  to  suppose,  as  many  people  do, 
that  the  Moslems  look  upon  Constantin- 
ople as  a  holy  city  and  the  headquar- 
ters of  their  religion,  or  upon  the  Sul- 
tan  as    their     spiritual   head.     Turkish 
supremacy  came  about  as  the  result  of 
the    breaking   up    of    the    Arab    Empire 
after  the  death  of  the  famous  Haroun 
al  Raschld.  the  Baghdad  Caliph  of  whom 
so  many  wonderful  tales  are  told.     The 
fragments    of    the    Empire    proved    an 
easy    prey   to   the   Turks,   and   notwith- 
standing many  protests  and  some  physi- 
cal  efforts    the   yoks   of    the  Osmaalls 
waa   too  firmly   placed,    to   be  removed. 
But   the  collapse  of  Turkey   Is  not   far 
away,  and  one  of  its  last  losses  will  be 
the  power  of  the  Sultan  to  assert  that 
he    Is   Caliph,    spiritual    and     temporal 
head  of  all  Moslems.     The  new  Caliph 
will  owe  his  eminence  to  the  power  of 
Great    Britain,    which    is   fitting,    seeing 
that  King  George  Is  sovereign  over  the 
greater  part  of  the  followers  of  Islam. 


An  Impression  seems  to  be  gaining 
ground  in  the  rnrted  States  that 
Viscount  Grey,  In  his  reply  to  the  Presi- 
dent's note  of  protest  concerning  the 
blacklist,  has  presented  a  case  that 
cannot  be  answered.  Indeed,  there  are 
those  who  do  not  hesitate  to  say  that 
the  President  has  placed  himself  In  an 
untenable  position  through  hasty  action. 
The  British  Government  ie  following 
the  line  of  action  which  the  American 
Government  followed  during  the  War  of 
Secession  without  protest  from  any  one. 
The  blacklist  contains  the  names  of 
certain  business  houses  with  whom 
British  subjects  sre  directed  not  to  deal. 
It  la  a  war  measure  pure  and  simple. 
The  blacklisted  firms  have  been  aiding 
and  abetting  the  enemy.  '  The  British 
Government  cannot  prevent  them  from 
doing  that,  but  It  can  lessen  their  power 
for  barm  by  directing  Its  own  people 
not  to  have  any  transactions  with  | 
them.  It  Is  purely  a  matter  of  munici- 
pal administration,  and  Is  not  Interna- 
tional In  any  aense  of  the  term.  Aa 
The  Toronto  Globe  points  out,  the 
United  States  haa  quite  as  much  right 
to  protest  against  the  exclusion  of  the 
Hearst  papers  from  Canada  as  It  has 
to,  take  the  position  field  By  the  Presl- 
dent  in  bis  note  on  the  blacklist. 

In  matters  actually  or  apparently  In- 
volving International  relations  our 
American  neighbors  are  very  apt  to  be 
childish.  For  a  hundred  years  they 
have  kept  themaelvee  so  aloof  from 
world-politics  that  they  have  as  a  rule 
grown  to  have  no  other  viewpoint  than 
that  relating  to  dollars  and  cents.  Any 
act  by  any  foreign  government  calcu- 
lated to  Interfere  with  American  busi- 
ness sends  them  into  a  state  of  excite- 
ment. There  was  far  more  indignation 
over  the  fact  that  'British  subjects  were 
directed  not  to  do  business  with  cer- 
tain firms  In  the  United  Stares  than 
therevwas  over  the  murder  of  Ameri- 
can men,  women  and  children  by  Ger- 
man pirates.  An  American  writer  once 
denied  that  his  countrymen  were  wor- 
shippers of  "the  Almighty  Dollar." 
"What  we  worship,"  he  said,  "is  the 
Almighty  Dollar  and  a  half."  This  ap- 
plies to  the  caae  of  the  blacklist.  They 
were  not  content  with  the  millions  of 
profits  that  friendly  or  at  leaat  neutral 
American  bualness  houses  were  able  to 
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make  out  of  contracts  with  the  Allies: 
they  were  not  satisfied  with  the  thriv- 
ing trade  private  citizens  of  Allied  coun- 
tries were  ready  to  do  with  unhostlle 
American  business  hoases,  they  must 
needs  protest  against  the  Allied  Gov- 
ernments taking;  the  most  ordinary  pre- 
cautions to  prevent  their  trade  enuring, 
to  the  benefit  of  the  enemy.

A  New  Tork  dispatch  says  that  a  cer- 
tain Nova  Scotia  steel  company  will 
make  a  profit  of  72  per  cent  on  Its  capi- 
tal this  year.

SAYS  GERMANS  WE 
BE  CRIMED  IN  SPRING 


Pte,  W.  N.  Campbell,  Victorian 
Home  on  Furlough,  Says  New 
Offensive  Will  Be  Incom- 
parable to  Previous  Drives. 


Pte.  Walter  H .  CaaspMl . 


"Next  Spring  will  see  the  beginning 
of  an  Allied  offensive  the  magnitude  of 
which  cannot  be  compared  to  anything 
which  has  mo  far  taken  place  in  the  war. 
It  will  be  the  Somme  battle  magnified 
a  thousand  times  and  will  extend  from 
the  North  Sea  to  Switzerland.  It  will 
be  Impossible  for  the  German  line  to 
withstand  Its  force." 

With  these  words  Pte.  Walter  N. 
Campbell,  who  waa  invalided  home  to 
Victoria  yesterday,  expressed  his  con- 
fidence In  the  preparations  that  are  now 
being  made  In  Rngland  and  In  Franco 
for  next  year's  crushing  campaign  along 
the  Western  front  He  spoke  with  the 
authority  of  one  who  had  been  fighting 
with  the  Canadian  troops  almost  since 
the  beginning  of  their  participation  In 
the  war  and  who  had  at  all  slages  of 
the  struggle  taken  keen  interest  in  the 
situation  as  it  affected  the  contending 
forces. 

Pte.  Campbell,  who  is  very  well  known 
in  Victoria,  Is  a  son  of  Capt  the  Rev. 
I  Dr.  Campbell,  of  "Breadalbane,"  Fort 
Street  who  Is  chaplain  of  the  60th  Gor- 
don Highlander's.  He  enlisted  for  over- 
seas service  shortly  after  hostilities 
broke  out  and  went  forward  with  the 
80th  Battalion,  later  transferring  to  the 
16th  Battalion,  Canadian  Scottish,  ma- 
chine gun  section,  with  which  unit  he 
served  through  the  engagements  at 
Festubert,  Glvenchy,  Ploegsteert,  Ar- 
mentleres  and  Kernel,  extending  over  a 
period  of  nearly  a  year. 

"Britain  will  be  able  at  the  beginning 
of  next  Spring."  eald  Pte.  Campbell,  "to 
put  in  the  field  an  army  equal  to  that  of 
Germany  at  the  beginning  of  the  war, 
and  that  Is  saying  a  good  deal.  There 
are  thousands  of  soldiers  In  England 
now  receiving  training  for  aervlce  In 
the  Spring.  There  le  still  a  small  army 
of  men  raised  under  Kitchener,  wait- 
ing for  service  In  France,  and  their 
ranks  are  steadily  being  augmented  by 
the  conscription  methods  now  in  force. 
Five  million  fighting  men  by  next 
Spring — that  Is  a  fair  sstlraate. 
Charged  With  Optimism 
"The  air  is  charged  with  optimism  as 
to  the  success  of  the  next  great  Allied 
drive,"  he  continued.  "The  difficulty 
in  securing  an  adequate  supply  of  am- 
munition no  longer  exists  and  the  pro- 
duction of  modern  weapons  of  war  Is 
now  more  than  keeping  pace  with  the 
demand.  The  Allies,  If  need  be,  will 
win  by  weight  of  metal  alone,  for  the 
enemy  cannot  hope  to  meet  the  bom- 
bardment of  our  guns  on  an  equality. 
In  every  branch  of  warfare  our  forces 
excel — in  infantry,  artillery  and  air- 
craft The  effect  of  German  gun  fire 
on  our  lines  steadily  decreases.  The 
reason  for  that  Is  not  so  much  because 
of  their  lack  of  munitions  as  It  is  be- 
cause our  own  guns  have  destroyed  oil 
tbe  enemy  observation  posts.  As  a  re- 
sult, the  German  fire  blindly.  In  the 
meantime  the  British  Infantry  are  able 
to  advance  under  a  curtain  of  fire  from 
their  own  artillery,  and  It  Is  In  this' way 
that  we  are  able  to  capture  ground.  No 
wonder  the  Germans  surrender  1  Who 
Wouldn't  under  those  conditions?  The 
German  gunners  are  chained  to  their 
guns  to  prevent  the  execution  of  their 
natural    desire    to    run.      It    is    untrue,

Of   War 

Pte.  Campbell  says  that  the  Indica- 
tions are  that  artillery  and  tanks  will 
predominate  in  the  Spring  drive.  And 
there  are  rumors,  he  states,  that  the 
British  Government  has  another  ma- 
chine of  war  "up  Its  sleeve."  even  more 
powerful,  more  destructive  and  more 
terrible  than  the  tanks,  which  have 
proved  their  value  during  the  fighting 
around  Courcelette.  80  far,  nothing 
has  been  said  of  these  nsw  weapons. 
Their  Invention  and  structure  are  be- 
ing kept  a  secret  «nd  it  le  impossible 
to  state  what  form  tbey  will  take,  but 
there  is  no  doubt  that  they  will  be  ready 
to  take  their  part  In  the  offensive  and 
their  work  should  be  by  no  means  the 
least  Important  agency  for  achieving 
victory. 

The  use  of  steel  clubs  In  trench  raid- 
ing le  now  being  Introduced  along  tbe 
British  line,  according  to  the  returned 
soldier.  They  are  taking  the  place  of 
the  revolver  and  bayonet  ae  the  chances 
of  Frlts's  squealing  when  he  Is  hit  by 
one  over  the  head  are  much  less  then 
when  the  bayonet  is  used,  while  the 
nolee  which  revolvers  make  has  caused 
that  weapon  to  lose  much  of  Its  value, 
since  silence  is  an  absolutely  necessary 
adjunct  to  night  attacks  on  enemy 
trenches.  It  Is  an  aws-lnsplrlng  sight 
be  says,  to  see  the  modern  infantry  sol- 
dier In  Winter  garb,  with  stool  helmet 
fur  coat,  gas  mask  and  stsel  club.  It 
recalls  tbe  days  of  ages  past,  whsn  all 
fighting  was  hand-to-hand  and  done  In 
the  open.  The  clubs  'are  made  out  of 
the  handles  of  entrenching  tools,  with 
a  steel  knob  specially  made  for  the 
purpose  affixed  to  one  end. 

Ascendency  in  Aircraft 

Pte.  Campbell  brings  back  with  him 
a  relic  picked  up  after  the  destruction 
of  a  German  aeroplane,  bearing  the 
name  of  the  German  pilot  For  over  a 
year  the  Allies  have  maintained  the 
ascendency  in  aircraft,  and  It  Is  stead- 
ily being  emphasised,  he  says.  He  was 
In  London  when  Lieut  Robertson,  V.C., 
brought  down  the  scppelln  a  few  months 
ago,  and  he  wltneesed  the  fatal  plunge 
which  It  made  to  earth  after  being  hit 
by  the  British  aeroplane  above.  Words 
failed  to  express  the  impressive ness  of 
the  moment  when  It  fell,  the  entire 
structure  aflame,  while  literally  mil- 
lions of  people  in  all  parts  of  the  great 
city  cheered  as  one  at  the  splendid 
achievement 

Cpl.  Charles  Baxter,  who  recently  died 
of  wounds,  served  for  months  In  the 
same  section  as  Pte.  Campbell  and  the 
latter  Is  full  of  praise  for  him.  He  also 
was  with  Pte.  Sidney  Rich,  who  was 
killed  when  the  trench  in  which  he  was 
stationed  was  blown  In  by  the  explosion 
of  a  shell. 

Three  months  will  be  the  extent  of 
Pte.  Campbell's  furlough.

Lieut,  C,  C,  Tunnard,  of  Vic- 
toria, Escapes  Unscathed 
From  Terrific  Fighting  — 
Praised  for  Gallantry. 


Lieut  C.  C.  Tunnard,  of  Victoria,  who 
left  here  with  the  11th  Canadian 
Mounted  Rifles,  has  been  through  the 
thickest  of  the  fighting,  according  to 
word  received  here  yesterday  In  the 
course  of  a  letter  written  by  an  officer 
who  Is  now  at  the  front. 

"I  went  over  to  eee  Tunnard,  who  had 
Just  come  out  of  the  trenches,"  he  says. 
"He  found  himself  the  sole  surviving 
officer  In  his  company  and  had  to  carry 
on  as  best  he  could.  I  found  the  dear 
old  chap  fussing  around  trying  to  get  a 
nominal  roll  call  of  his  company.  He's 
got  enough  spirit  for  forty  ordinary 
men— blood  tells  all  right.  His  chief 
concern  at  present  Is  the  welfare  of  his 
men,  and  that  Is  as  It  should  be.  I 
never  saw  a  better  example  of  the  ex- 
cellence of  good  British  blood  than  that 
dear  chap." 

Prior  to  Joining  for  overseas  service, 
Mr.  Tunnard  was  cashier  and  book- 
keeper for  The  Colonist  Printing  and 
Publishing  Company.  He  Is  very  well 
known  In  thle  city,  especially  as  a 
crlckketer.  He  ssrved  for  some  time 
with  the  Royal  Naval  Canadian  Volun- 
teer Ressrve  Immediately  after  the  out- 
break of  war.

Mr.  0.  0,  Lewis,  District  tngi- 
neer  of  C.N.P.R.,  Returns 
From  Trip  Through  Eastern 
Provinces. 


Mr.  D.  O.  Lewis,  district  engineer  of 
tha  Canadian  Northern  Railway  Com- 
pany, baa  returned  from  a  trip  through 
Eastern  Canada,  and  reports  that  gen- 
oral  business  conditions  are  prosperous 
to  a  gratifying  degree.  He  says  that 
tha  factorlee  are  busily  engaged,  not 
only  In  the  production  of  munitions  of 
war,  but  In  tha  output  of  clothing  of 
different  varieties,  not  the  laaat  of  the 
activity  being  In  the  making  of  boota 
and  shoes. 

Generally  speaking,  he  said  that  the 
crop*  had  bean  good,  the  one  notable 
exception  being  In  parts  of  Southern 
Manitoba,  where  the  grain  had  suffered 
from  rust.  Consequently  the  farmer*, 
owing  to  the  high  prlcea  being  offered, 
ware  making  large  profits,  and  were, 
ha  thought,  well  out  of  the  difficulties 
which,  a*  in  British  Columbia,  had 
arisen  following  the  financial  slump 
which  came  in  the  wake  of  the  recent 
land  boom. 

In  Ontario  there  had  been  a  failure 
of  the  potato  crop,  the  explanation  of 
which  waa  not  known  to  him.  Just  be- 
fore he  came  Weat  he  knew  of  two 
buyers  who  were  coming  to  this  Prov- 
ince to  purchase  quantities  of  potatoes, 
and  he  understood  that  they  and  others 
had  done  so  and  that  the  potatoes  of 
the  Pacific  Coast  were  going  Into  the 
Eastern  market  aa  faat  aa  they  could 
be  secured. 

The  real  problem  for  manufacturers 
and  agrlculturlata  throughout  the  Do- 
minion waa  the  shortage  of  labor. 
There  waa  difficulty  in  securing  the 
men  required  to  do  the  necessary  work 
to  keep  production  at  Its  top  level  In 
all  lines,  the  primary  cause  of  which, 
of  course,  waa  the  fact  that  such  a 
large  proportion  of  the  young  manhood 
of  Canada  had  Joined  the  Canadian  Ex- 
peditionary  Force. 

The  railways,  Mr.  Lewis  asserted,  all 
were  busy.

The  railway  freights  committee  of 
the  Board  of  Trade  will  meet  today  to 
prepare  Its  case  for  presentation  before 
Mr.  R.  Marpole,  general  executive  agent 
of  the  Canadian  Pacific  Railway,  re- 
garding the  break  in  the  service  be- 
tween Victoria  and  Nelson. 

Mr.  Marpole  Is  expected  to  be  in  die 
city  within  the  next  few  days,  and  his 
visit  will  be  taken  as  an  opportunity 
of  protesting  against  the  preaeni  sched- 
ule, which  is  held  to  discriminate 
against  this  city,  by  reaaon  of  the  fact 
that  a  delay  of  twenty-four  hours  ia 
caused  In  the  trip  each  wsy  in  conse- 
quence of  the  arrival  of  the  Kettle  Val- 
ley trains  reaching  the  Coast  after  the 
departure  of  boats  for  Victoria,  and 
the  arrival  in  Vancouver  of  steamers 
from  this  city  after  the  trains  have  left 
for  Nelson.  The  committee  contends 
that  this  condition  has  the  effect  of  di- 
verting business  from  Victoria  mer- 
chants and  lessening  the  tosrlst  traffic 
to  the  Island  from  towns  touched  by 
the  Kettle  Valley  Railway. 

Other  matters  will  be  discussed  with 
Mr.  Marpole,  as  it  Is  Intended  to  have 
his  side  of  the  railway  service  pre- 
sented at  a  meeting  on  Friday  In  the 
Board  of  Trade  rooms,  when  those  who 
took  part  in  the  recent  Island  excursion 
will  discuss  means  of  developing  the 
district  commercially.

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Pile  Driver  Snaps  High  Ten- 
sion Connection  With  West 
Coast  Power  Plant  and 
Causes  Inconvenience. 


For  about  twenty  minute*,  between  12 
and  1  o'clock  yesterday  afternoon,  tha 
street  car*,  elevators,  light*,  and  other 
facilities  depending  on  electric  power 
for  their  operation  were  out  of  commis- 
sion. The  high  tension  transmission 
wire  which  conveys  electrical  energy 
for  local  plants  of  all  kinds  from  Jor- 
dan River  to  Victoria  had  been  broken 
at  the  point  where  It  crosses  the  har- 
bor, and  for  the  short  period  which  It 
took  the  management  of  the  B.iC.  Elec- 
tric Railway  Co.  to  bring  the  auxiliary 
plant  at  Brentwood  into  commission 
many  forms  of  activity  were  inter- 
rupted. 

The  trouble,  it  waa  discovered,  waa 
caused  by  a  pile  driver  which  wa*  be- 
ing towed  by  the  tug  Dorothy,  com- 
manded by  Capt.  Slade,  to  the  upper 
harbor.  Near  the  Point  Elllce  bridge 
the  upper  works  of  the  driver  came  In 
contact  with  the  wire*  with  sufficient 
force  to  sever  them.  Fortunately  the 
current  did  not  come  In  contact  with 
anything  or  any  one  in  such  a  way  aa 
to  do  any  damage,  and.  aa  soon  aa  it 
waa  located,  which  waa  in  the  course 
of  a  few  minutes,  repair  men  were  on 
the  Job.  They  had  everything  In  shape 
again  in  the  course  of  an  hour,  when 
the  Jordan  River  power  again  sup- 
planted that  of  the  Brentwood  Bay 
plant. 


FAVORS  INVESTIGATION 

OF  WYLLY  ESTATE 


Mhyor   Wants   More    Information    About 
Proposal  for  Redemption  of  Oar- 
bally  Boad  IVot 


Oovernment  return*  on  the  Charles 
Oraham  Wylly  estate,  which  the  city 
took  over  for  unpaid  taxes  In  October, 
1916,  and  which  beneficiaries  are  now 
trying  to  get  back  by  private  sale,  were 
issued  at  the  City  Hall,  yesterday.  The 
beneficiaries  are  Miss  Alice  Susan  Brook 
and  Mlaa  Angelina  Brook,  of  Nassau. 
Bahama  Islands. 

These  figures  show  that  the  lot  In 
queatlon,  lot  1,  section  6,  Oarbally  and 
Manchester  Roads,  which  the  benefici- 
aries now  want  to  redeem  for  unpaid 
taxes  amounting  to  $2,063,60,  was  ad- 
mittedly valued  at  112,600  by  the 
executor,  Mr.  Oavln  Burns,  on  April  7, 
1912.  The  Government  appraiser*  de- 
cided this  waa  too  low,  and  added  $2,100, 
passing  the  property  for  probate  at 
$16,000.  , 

At  the  time  of  the  appraisal  by  the 
Government,  there  was  $661  cash  in  the 
bank  to  the  credit  of  the  estate,  and 
personal  effects  valued  at  $60.  The  cash 
on  hand  was  more  than  sufficient  to 
pay  up  the  1911  and  1912  taxes, 
amounting  to  $604.60.  and  these  amount* 
due  creditors:  Jubilee  Hospital,  $8.60;

Commenting  on  the  Initial  showing  of 
the  wonderful  film  record  of  Britain's 
part  In  the  great  struggle  In  the  region 
of  the  Somme,  a  copy  of  which  In  Its 
entirety  will  be  shown  In  this  city  at 
the  Variety  Theatre  for  a  week,  com- 
mencing next  Monday,  a  writer  In  The 
Edinburgh  Evening  Dispatch  has  the 
following  to  say:  ,    . 

"It  Is  difficult  even  yet  for  most  of 
us  fully  to  realise  the  awful  actuality 
of  the  war.  Zeppelin  visits  and  naval 
raids  on  England  have  sharpened  the 
Impression  produced  by  reading  about 
the  grim  story  of  the  trenches,  and 
have  convinced  the  moat  incredulous 
among  us  of  the  dastardly  nature  of  the 
foe  we  have  to  fight.  But  even  the  most 
vivid  Imagination  falls  short  of  com- 
prehending the  naked  reality.  What  the 
mind  Is  barely  capable  of  graaplng  can, 
however,  be  presented  more  vividly  to 
the  eye  by  the  art  of  cinematography. 
There  are  those  who  will  eay  that  It  la 
not  right  to  harrow  people's  feellags 
with  the  repulsive  spectacle,  that  the 
friends  of  the  brave  lads  who  are  fight- 
ing our  battles  will  be  sickened  and  ap- 
palled, that  a  cry  may  arise  to  put  a 
stop  to  .the  dreadful  carnage,  and  that 
thereby  our  purpose  to  endure  -  to  the 
end  may  be  blunted.  The  film  dealing 
wtth  the  Battle  of  the  Somme  has  been 
well  described  by  Mr.  Lloyd  George  ae 
"an  epic  of  self  -sacrifice  and  gallantly, 
and  if  the  exhibition  of  this  picture  does 
not  end  war,  God  help  civilisation."  Tt 
proves  the  literal  truth  of  the  words  so 
often  glibly  on  our  tongues  that  war  Is 
hell.  In  that  respect  Its  exhibition  can- 
cot  fall  to  do  good. 

Purpose  of  the  Plotnre 

"Those  who  argue  that  the  ghastli- 
ness  of  the  business  should  not  be 
brought  home  to  the  public  mistake  the 
purpose  of  the  picture.  It  is  not  In- 
tended to  be  an  entertainment.  It  Is  an 
education.  True,  we  see  something  of 
the  glory  of  war.  Many  brave  deeds 
relieve  the  drabness  of  the  surroundings 
and  shadow  forth  the  nobler  side  of 
human  nature  that  battle  also  inspires. 
The  havoc  wrought  In  the  enemy's  lines 
by  our  shells  will  kindle  the  enthusiasm 
of  those  who  are  engaged  in  providing 
the  materials  of  war.  But  the  abiding 
impression  of  those  who  have  witnessed 
the  film  is  one  of  horror  and  repulsion, 
not  so  much  from  war  In  general,  but 
from  the  action  of  those  who  brought 
this  terrible  cataclysm  on  civilisation. 
When  democracy  comes  to  decide  the 
punishment  of  the  sinners  against  our 
eommon  humanity  it  will  ponder  ton  this 
hideous  mutilation,  and  steel  Its  heart 
against  soft  Judgment.  That  considera- 
tion alone  justifies  the  authorities  In 
not  sparing  one  whit  of  grisly  actuality. 
It  is  right  that  hot  pnly  the  people  of 
the  Allied  nations,  but  neutrals  as  well, 
should  be  shown  the  full  truth.  It  will 
dispose  of  much  sickly  and  dangerous 
sentiment,  and  range  the  whole  civil- 
ised, world  against  the  machinations  of 
soulless  militarism."

Prosecutions  Arising  Out  of 
Wot  at  Fisgard  Street 
School  on  Sunday,  Oct.  8, 
Opened  in  Police  Court. 


The  events  leading  up  to  and  attend- 
ing the  fracas  of  Sunday,  October  t,  in 
the  building-  and  on  the  grounds  of  the 
Imperial  Chinese  School,  Fisgard  Street, 
ara  bains'  ventilated  In  the  police  court. 
Eight  Chinese  are  accused  of  rioting,  and 
two,  Ho  Kee  and  Ho  Wen,  for  inciting 
to  aggravated  assault.  .The  charge 
against  the  former  had  been  that  of 
unlawful  assembly,  bat  Mr.  C.  L.  Har- 
rison, the  city  prosecutor,  announced 
the  amendment,  which  was  made  ac- 
cordingly. The  informations  In  these 
cases  are  laid  by  Charlie  Bo,  president. 
and  other  officials  of  the  Chinese  Con- 
solidated Benevolent  Association,  who 
are  represented  by  Mr.  W.  C.  Moresby. 
There  are  counter  charges  against 
Charlie  Bo  et  si.,  which  will  be  taken 
up  later.  Mr.  J.  B.  Brandon,  who  Is 
acting  with  Mr.  Thornton  Pell.  K.c.,  for 
the  accused,  stated  that  the  cases 
would  be  taken  to  a  higher  court. 

Mr.  Moresby,  in  outlining  the  evi- 
dence and  what  the  prosecution  pro- 
posed showing,  said  that  the  disturb- 
ance of  October  S  was  the  culmination 
Of  bitter  feeling  which  had  ba*a  de- 
veloping for  some  time  between  what 
might  be  termed  the  -older  and  the 
younger  element  of  the  Chinese  Con- 
solidated Association.  This  body  was 
organized  in  1884,  and  its  management 
was  made  up  of  delegates  from  differ- 
ent Chinese  societies.  Recently  feeling 
had  reached  a  more  than  usually  heated 
etate  for  reasons  which  it  was  unneces- 
sary to  eater  into.  Then  the  Impres- 
sion had  got  abroad  that  the  president 
had  seat  a  telegram  la  the  name  of  the 
association  to  China  which  introduced 
the  question  of  religion.  As  a  matter 
of  fact  the  telegram  had  never  been 
sent,  but  some  had  believed  that  it  had, 
and  the  Chinese  newspaper.  The  New 
Republic,  commenced  an  agitation.  This 
wae  followed  by  letters  to  the  president 
and  vice-president  of  the  association. 
These  newepaper  articles,  translated  In- 
to English,  would  be  Introduced  to  the 
court.  Ho  Kee  then  was  alleged  to 
have  written  a  letter  asking  Charlie  Bo 
to  call  a  meeting  for  the  purpose  of 
discussing  the  matter.  To  this  there 
had  been  no '  response.  A  second  letter 
followed,  and  the  meeting;  of  October  t 
was  the  reeult. 

■tart  of  Tight 

Charlie  Bo,  on  arriving,  found  the 
place  crowded.  Trouble  was  anticipated, 
as  was  indicated  by  the  fact  that  the 
police  were  notified  by  Mr.  Pell  that 
something  was  likely  to  happen  at  the 
meeting,  and  that  all  the  Chinese 
claimed  the  right  to  attend,  as  it  was  a 
public  building.  Charlie  Bo,  at  the 
gathering,  had  produced  Ho  Kee's  letter 
and  asked  who  he  was.  Whereupon  a 
certain  demonstration  took  place,  some- 
one called  out,  "Close  the  doors,"  and 
the  fight  started. 

The  police  who  saw  the  riot  would  be 
able  to  tell  what  had  happened.  Ap- 
parently there  had  been  no  intention  to 
damage  property,  but  to  damage  the 
persons  of  the  president,  Charlie  Bo, 
and  the  vice-president 

"We  shall  be  able  to  show,"  continued 
Mr.  Moresby,  "that  It  was  a  pre-ar- 
ranged affair  because  we  have  evidence 
indicating  that  many  came  with  wea- 
pons. We  will  be  able  to  prove  that 
they  Intended  to  do  injury  to  these  two 
men  who  were  most  severely  injured,  Bo 
be:%g  in  the  hospital  for  two  weeks.  All 
these  men,  with  the  exception  of  three, 
will  be  identified  positively  as  having 
taken  part.  Others  were  arrested  by 
the  police  trying  to  get  into  the  build- 
ing or  making  an  effort  to 'get  into  the 
mix-up.  We  will  be  able  to  prove  that 
the  racket  started  by  pre-arranged  sig- 
nal by  one  man,  that  it  was  a  pre- 
meditated act,  and  that  all  arrange- 
ments had  been  made  to  create  a  dis- 
turbance. 

Mr.    Pell   asked   for   the  exclusion'  of 
all  wltneeses  snd  requested  that  he  be 
supplied  with  a  list  of  the  witnesses. 
v  Tampering-   reared 

Mr.  Moresby  hesitated  to  comply  with 
this  request  on  the  ground  that  the 
witnesses  might  be  tampered  with. 

Magistrate  Jay  deprecated  such  ob- 
servations. 

Mr.  Fell  Indignantly  demanded  that 
the  court  exercise  the  same  control 
over  counsel  as  waa  exercised  by  higher 
courts. 

The  court  repeated  that  it  waa  highly 
objectionable  to  have  counsel  make  such 
Insinuations  against  one  another. 

Constable  Cockburn  was  the  first  wit- 
ness sworn.  He  said  that  he  remem- 
bered the  night  of  October  >  and  that 
he  had  seen  the  crowd  of  Chinamen 
gathering  at  the  Fisgard  Street  school 
building.  Going  across  to  the  premises 
he  had  observed  Charlie  Bo  at  a  plat- 
form addressing  the  assembly.  He  was 
speaking  in  Chinese.  There  were  some 
Interruption*.  In  the  midst  of  the  dis- 
course there  had  suddenly  come  the 
sound  of  a  bell.  Instantly  It  wss  as 
though  Bedlam  had  been  loosed.  It 
had  been  "Just  like  putting  a  match  to 
a  can  of  oil."  The  riot  had  started. 
All  seemed  to  be  in  the  mix-up;  fight- 
ing with  chairs  or  anything:  they  could 
lay  their  hands  to. 

Witness  identified  one  of  the  ten  prl-

watching  the  meeUng. 

On  veins  «•  the  hail  he  had  only 
heard  one  voice  speak  In  English,  and 
it  waa  to  exclaim,   "Shut  the  doors." 

Detective  Macdonald  described  rush- 
Ins;  to  the  hail  on  hearing  that  there 
was  trouble.  Me  had  seen  crowds 
coming  from  the  main  entrance  and 
some  running  from  the  rear  of  the 
building.  .  He  had  taken  a  club  from 
one  man.  .The  police,  he  said,  were 
waiting  in  consequence  of  a  message 
written  on  n  telegraphic  form. 

Under  cross-examination  Detective 
Macdonald  said  that  he  had  no  Intention 
of  solns  to  the  Fisgard  school  until  he 
heard  the  row.  When  It  came  he 
started  over  on  the  run.  The  fracas, 
he  found,  was  going  on  In  the  yard.  It 
looked  like  a  general  mix-up.  He  pre- 
sumed that  there  were  two  parties.  He 
did  not  know  that  there  were  Free  Ma- 
sons And  Benevolent  Association  mem- 
bers engaged  in  the  fight.  lie  knew  the 
two  organisations  by  hearsay. 

Personally  he  had  gone  to  prevent 
any  disturbance  of  the  peace,  If  pos- 
sible. He  did  not  recognise  any  of  the 
prisoners.  It  was  possible  that  they 
were  not  those  he  had  taken  in.  Those 
first  secured  might  have  been  let  out  of 
jail,  for  all  he  knew.  At  the  time  of 
the  trouble  he  remembered  that  there 
was  one  Chinaman  who  took  a  red 
strlns  from  bis  left  wrist  It  looked 
like  a  distinguishing  mark.  This  man 
had  gone  with  Charlie  Bo  to  the  hos- 
pltnL  /" 

Witness  said  ha  and  arrested  three- 
men.  The  reason  the  crowd  came  down- 
stairs was  because  there  was  lack  of 
fighting  room  above.  He  saw  five  men 
climbing  up  the  fire  escape.  He  'did 
not  see  any  one  go  to  the  Free  Mason 
hall   for   weapons. 

Some  Carried  Shovels 
Mr.  Walter  Caldwell,  driver  of  the 
police  patrol,  said  he  had  gone  to  the 
scene  of  the  trouble  at  8:45  o'clock  on 
the  evening  of  Sunday,  October  «.  He 
■aw  several  Chinamen  rushing-  out  of 
the  building  and  some  trying  to  get  in 
with  shovels,  bars,  etc.  He  could  Iden- 
tify one  of  the  men.  His  name  waa 
Wat.  Witness  caught  him  running 
from  under  the  building  with  a  long 
and  formidable  spear  in  his  hsnd. 
Shortly  afterwards  a  man  had  come 
downstairs  badly  wounded,  and  he  had 
taken  him  to  the  station,  where  he  col- 
lapsed. The  doctor  had  been  called  for 
the  administration  of  first  aid. 

To  Mr.  Fell  the  witness  said  he  had 
understood  there  might  be  trouble.  He 
had  seen  Ito  telegram  to  that  effect 
Sergt.  Blackstock  had  told  him  that  It 
was  possible  there  would  be  an  out- 
break. He  'had  been  watching  the 
building  previous  to  the  row,  and  had 
seen  nobody  entering  with  weapons.  His 
first  notice  of  trouble  was  the  eight  of 
many  excited  Chinamen  running  out. 
He  had  heard  what  sounded  like  shov- 
els being  thrown  from  the  adjacent 
premises  into  the  school  yard.  He 
could  not  say  that  the  spear  waa  a 
Masonic  emblem.  He  had  not  seen  any 
with  a  red  wrist-band. 

Mad  an  iron  Bar 
Sergt.  Malcolm  Blackstock  swore 
that  on  October  >  he  had  gone  to  the 
Chinese  school.  He  went  to  the  stair- 
way. A  lot  of  Chinamen  were  coming 
out  of  the  building  and  others  were 
running  towards  the  building  from  the 
rear.  Some  of  the  latter  had  weapons, 
shovels,  iron  bars,  etc.  He  was  able  to 
recognise  one  of  the  prisoners,  a  man 
named  Hoo,  who  had  an  iron  bar  in 
his  hand.  Witness  took  the  bar  from 
him  and  handed  blm  to  Constable  Pal- 
mer. There  were  quite  a  number  of 
Chinamen  with  Hoo.  Some  were  armed. 
Afterwards  he  had  gone  upstslrs  and 
saw  Sing  Chung,  another  of  the  accused. 
He  was  in  the  act  of  throwing  a  chair 
across  the  room  in  the  direction  of 
Charlie  Bo  and  others.  He  had  placed 
him  under  arrest. 

Witness  said  that  he  had  seen  shovels 
and  other  articles  subsequently  used  as 
weapons  coming  over  the  fence  into  the 
school  yard. 

Answering  Mr.  Brandon  the  witness 
said  he  was  In  charge  of  Constables 
Barnes,  Cockburn  and  others.  He  un- 
derstood that  there  might  be  trouble, 
having  been  so  Instructed  by  Deputy 
Chief  Palmer.  He  was  not  worried  as 
to  who  the  fight  was  between.  He  had 
not  gone  across  the  street  from  the 
station  until  the  row  commenced.  Some 
of  the  shovels  which  came  over  the 
fence  had  been  picked  up  and  he  iden- 
tified one  in  court.  He  said  that  the 
Chinamen  coming  from  the  rear  had 
been  heading  for  the  building.  It 
looked  as  though  they  were  going  to 
■tart  a  fight  with  the  men  coming 
from  the  main  entrance.  On  entering 
the  hall  witness  had  seen  Constables 
Barnes  snd  Cockburn.  Charlie  Bo  had 
been  there.  Pieces  of  chair  had  been 
flying  at  the  latter.  All  the  officers 
had  been  trying  to  keep  down  those 
who  were  tossing  about  the  furniture. 
He  had  not  arrested  Charlie  Bo  be- 
cause as  far  as  could  be  seen  there  waa 
no  occasion.  Charlie  Bo,  he  admitted, 
appeared  to  be  the  ill-used  party. 

Sergt  Blackstock  waa  cross-exam- 
ined on  several  points  of  minor  im- 
portance on  the  opening  of  the  pro- 
ceedings In  the  afternoon. 


Counsel — Are  you  a  Free  Mason? 

Witness    Ten. 

Counsel — Is  there  any  connection  be- 
tween your  organisation  and  the  Chi- 
nese? 

Witness — I  would  rather  not  say. 

Counsel — Why  not?  Because  there  Is? 

Magistrate  Jay  observed  that  the 
question  was  not  relevant  and  that  the 
witness  need  not  answer. 

Constable  Palmer  stated  that  he  had 
not  seen  wrist  bands  on  any  of  the 
Chinamen  In  the  row.  He  had  not  seen 
any  with  red  bands  around  their  waists. 
The  first  man  he  arrested  was  Hoo.  At 
the  time  he  was  at  the  bottom  of  the 
stairway,  and  he  had  taken  hold  of 
him  by  his  arm.  Sergt.  Blackstock  had 
told  him  to  take  him  to  the  station. 
When  he  first  saw  Sing-  the  latter  was 
swinging  the  shovel.  The  nearest  man 
to  him  might  have  been  10  or  15  feet 
away.  He  considered  this  sufficient  to 
warrant  arrest  under  the  circumstances. 
This,  be  considered,  was  rioting.  He 
had  grabbed"  Sing  by  the  collar,  at  which 
he  had  slipped  off  his  coat  and  com- 
menced to  run.  After  he  got  away  an- 
other constable  had  stopped  him  at  the 
gate. 

Witness   remembered      hearing   some- 
thing being  thrown  over  the  fence. 
Saw    Bow    Start 

Constable  H.  Barnes  had  gone  to  the 
top  of  the  stairway  In  the  Chinese 
school.  He  stood  on  the  landing,  from 
where  he  could  look  into  the  assembly 
room,  which  waa  pretty  well  filled. 
Charlie  Bo  was  speaking  from  the  fur- 
ther end  of  a  tsble  at  the  south  end  of 
the  halt  When  he  stopped  there  wae 
a  clapping  of  hands  and  a  hissing-  and 
shouting.  He  heard  a  table  bell  ring. 
Trouble  then  started.  There  were 
other  Chinese  seated  at  the  table. 

The  Chinese  made  a  rush  for  chairs 
or  anything  convenient.  He  and  Con- 
stable Cockburn  had  done  what  they 
could    to   stop    the   fighting,    which   was 


not  much   because  of   the  numbers. 
Mad  Wooden  x.eg 

Witness  recognized  among  the  pri- 
soners one  with  a  wooden  leg.  He  had 
seen  him  in  the  small  room  off  the  As- 
sembly Room.  He  had  had  a  chair  leg. 
The  constable  had  shoved  him  to  the 
main  room.  Afterwards  he  had  been 
arrested. 

To  Mr.  Brandon  the  witness  said  that 
he  and  Constable  Cockburn  had  gone  to 
the  building-  before  the  outbreak  to  see 
what  was  going  on.  When  the  row  be- 
gan they  both  were  outside,  but,  the 
doors  being  open,  they  could  see  In- 
side. Ha  did  not  know  who  rang  the 
bell.  Eventually  they  worked  their  way 
to  the  further  end  of  the  room.  Every- 
one seemed  to  be  hitting  at  everyone 
else.  He  was  separating  as  many  as 
possible. 

Charlie  Bo  had  asked  the  witness  to 
arrest  the  "peg-legged"  fellow.  He  was 
in  a  small  .room  behind  a  table  at  the 
time.  His  name  was  Ho  Hee.  He  had 
been  swinging  a  club  around  when  wit- 
ness had  first  seen  him.  When  Charlie 
Bo  asked  witness  to  apprehend  Ho  Hee 
It  was  stated  that  the  latter  had  started 
the  trouble.  This  was  the  only  man 
witness  and  Constable  Cockburn  had  ar- 
rested. Constable  Barnes  admitted  that 
he  might  have  taken  In  quite  a  bunch 
if  he  had  gone  about  gathering  them 
indiscriminately. 

Witness   declared     that     he   had   not 
seen   any  red   wrist   bands,   nor   had   he 
noticed   any   Chinamen    with   distinctive 
sashes  or  bands  around  their  waists. 
Discovered    Hammer 

Constable  Oeorge  Devereaux  said  he 
was  on  reserve  duty  at  the  police  sta- 
tion on  Sunday,  October  8,  between  3 
and  11  p.m.  While  there  certain  pri- 
soners were  brought  in.  Sergt.  Black- 
stock  had  brought  in  Sing  Chung,  whom 
witness  searched.  He  had  found  a 
small  iron  hammer,  which  was  pro- 
duced, on  his  person.  It  was  in  his 
right  hip  pocket.  Witness  had  not  gone 
to  the  school  building,  but  had  heard 
the  racket.     There   was  shouting. 

Answering  Mr.  Fell  the  witness  said 
he  saw  five  or  six  prisoners  brought  to 
the  station.  He  had  gone  roughly  over 
all,  and  the  hammer  waa  all  he  found 
in  the  way  of  weapons.  One  of  those 
he  searched  had  a  cut  nose.  He  had  not 
seen  red  wrist  bands  on  any  of  the 
Chinamen. 

Witness  said  he  had  not 'searched 
Charlie  Bo  or  any  of  the  Injured  ones 
who  came  in  for  first  aid.  He  did  not 
know  why  these  persons  should  be 
treated   different   from   the  others. 

To  Magistrate  Jay  the  constable  ex- 
plained that  in  his  use  of  the  word 
"roughly"  he  meant  that  he  examined 
the  men  "hastily."  He  had  not  been 
rough    with   them. 

Detective  K.  Carlow  awore  that  he 
had  gone  to  the  building  both  before 
and    after    the     disturbance.      He      and 


Constable  Palmer  told  «{  arriving  at 
the  scene  to  find  a  crowd.  In  a  disor- 
derly condition.  The  stairway  was 
packed  to  capacity  with  Chinese,  some 
trying  to  get  oat  and  others  to  enter. 
He  had  seen  one  man  with  what  ap- 
peared to  be  a  ehovel  which  he  was 
swinging.  Witness  arrested  him.  He 
identified  the  man  among  the  prisoners. 
His  name  was  t.lng.    . 

Replying  to  Mr.  Pell  the  constable 
said  that  ho  got  his  Instructions  from 
Deputy  Chief  Palmer.  He  had  seen  no 
warning  en  a  telegraphic  form.  He 
merely  had  orders  to  "stand  by."  This 
he  took  to  mesa  that  he  should  remain 
around,  waj>fug  for  emergencies.  There 
were  five  eCftoers  on  sweh  duty. 

His  attention  had  Srst  been  attracted 
'by  a  row  which  seemed  to  come  from 
the  upstairs  part  of  the  Chinese  school 
building  He  walked  over.  There  had 
been  quite  n  crowd  of  Chinese,  He  had 
net  seen  any  come  from  a  building  en 
the  south  side  of  Fisgard  Street  and 
go  towards  the  school.     He  denied  that

Among  tbe  questions  most  frequently 
asked  by  readers  are  such  as  those: 
"Is  Jess  Wlllard  champion  of  the  world 
or  only  of  America?"  "Was  John  I* 
Sullivan  a  world's  heavyweight  cham- 
pion?" "Did  either  Cqrbett  or  Fltsslm- 
mons  hold  ths  world's  title?" 

Boxing  authorities  do  not  agree  on 
the  answers,  but  the  consensus  of  opin- 
ion gives  the  world'e  title  to  Wlllard, 
Johnson,  Burns  and  Jeffries,  but  denies 
it  to  Fltxstmmons,  Corbett  and  Sulli- 
van. 

Away  back  In  1751  Jack  Slack,  the 
English  champion,  whipped  a  French- 
man named  "Monsieur  Petit,"  in  what 
was  the  first  international  battle  in 
which  the  championship  was  Involved. 
By  defeating  the  Frenchman,  Slack  may' 
be  said  to  have  won  the  world  title  as 
there  were  no  American  flghtere  In 
those  days. 

The  next  bout  with  an  International 
flavor  waa  between  Tom  Crlbb  and  Tom 
Mollneaux,  an  American  negro,  in  1810. 
The  black  man  was  entitled  to  the  hon- 
ors, but  lost  on  a  technicality.  In  a 
second  bout  Crlbb  was  clearly  the  victor. 
As  Mollneaux  was  the  only  American 
worthy  of  contesting  his  honors,  Crlbb 
may  fairly  be  said  tor  belong  In  tbe  list 
of  world  champions,  but  when  be  retired 
undefeated  that  title  lapsed,  and  his 
successors  were  only  champions  of  Eng- 
land. 

In  1860  John  C.  Heenan,  an  Irish- 
American,  who  was  recognized  as  cham- 
pion of  America,  crossed  the  pond  to 
fight  Tom  Bayers,  the  English  champ 
for  ths  world  title.  The  result  was 
called  a  draw,  so  the  world  champion- 
ship wag  not  decided. 

axace  the  First. 

The  first  bona  fide  modern  world 
champion  was  Jem  Mace,  who,  after 
licking  all  the  best  men  in  England 
came  to  America  and  whipped  Tom 
Allen,  the  American  champ,  at  Ken- 
nersvllic,  La.,  in  1S70.  Old  Jem  waa 
a  sure-enough  world  champion,  for  he 
bested  all  the  good  heavies  on  both  sides 
of  the  pond. 

When  Mace  retired  Allen  again  claim- 
ed the  American  championship,  and  lost 
It  in  1876  to  Joe  Goss,  who  waa  defeated 
in  1SS0  by  Paddy  Ryan,  from  whom 
John  L.  Sullivan  took  the  title  at  Mis- 
sissippi City  in  1882.  But  it  waa  the 
American  championship  only  that  #Hilll- 
van  annexed  from  Paddy.  John  U 
fought  a  draw-wlth  Charley  Mitchell, 
but  even  if  he  had  whipped  Mitchell 
he  would  not  have  become  world  cham- 
pion, as  Charley  was  not  champion  of 
England. 

In  1S87  Jake  Kllraln  claimed  the 
American  title,'  alleging  that  Sullivan 
had  forfeited  it  by  refusing  to  meet 
him.  and  went  to  France,  where  he 
fought  a  draw  with  Jem  Mace,  the 
English  champion.  Sullivan  afterwards 
licked  Kllraln,  but  that  gained  him  no 
new  honors,  as  hs  had  never  admitted 
Kllraln's  claim  of  being  the  American 
champ,  and  moreover  Jake  had  not  de- 
feated the  British  title  holder. 

It  was  only  the  American  title  Which 
Corbett  took  from  Sullivan,  and  which 
Fits  took  from  Corbett.  In  1898  Jim 
Jeffries  defeated  Peter  Jackson,  the 
heavyweight  champion  of  England  and 
Australia,  and  In  '99  Jeff  defeated  Fits 
and  thus  earned  the  right  to  call  him- 
self  world   champion.      That   title   went 


Into  the  discard  when  Jeff  quit,  bat 
Tommy  Burns  gained  It  by  capturing 
the  American  title  and  following  this  by 
defeating  Gunner  Molr,  tho'  English 
champ,  and  QUI  Squires,  Australia's 
champion.  Jack  Johnson  took  tho 
world  title  by  defeating  Burns,  and  Wll- 
lard took  that  exalted  honor  from  tho 
big  negro.

In  company  with  all  ths  municipali- 
ties at  the  southern  extremity  of  Van- 
couver Island,  Oak  Bay  has  been  forced 
to  take  special  measures  to  combat  the 
plague  of  owls  which  has  been  preval- 
ent for  several  weeks  past.  The  noc- 
turnal depredations  on  the  part  of  these 
uncommonly  large  and  numerous  birds 
hav.ye  been  observed  to  be  most  notice- 
able In  the  vicinity  of  stands  of  tall 
pine,  such  as  are  found  In  the  vicinity 
Of  the  Oak  Bay  golf  links. 

With  the  first  complaint  of  house- 
holders in  the  municipality  in  reepect 
to  their  loss  of  fowls  to  theae  marau- 
der's of  the  night,  the  council  created 
the  office  of  official  dispatcher  of  owle 
as  the  most  satisfactory  method  of  cop- 
ing with  the  pest.  Mr.  Samuel  Gunter, 
road  superintendent  of  the  municipality, 
who  Is  an  accurate  shot,  was  appointed 
to  the  position.  He  now  has  a  score  of 
the  birds  to  his  credit,  one  of  the  best 
specimens  of  which  he  killed  last  Sat- 
urday. It  measured  more  than  five  feet 
from  tip  to  tip  of  the  outspread  wings. 

Mr.  Gunter  said  last  night  that,  while 
considerable  damage  had  been  done  by 
the  birds  amang  the  chicken  fanciers  of 
the  municipality,  a  very  regrettable  re- 
sult of  the  plague  was  the  almost  total 
annihilation  of  game  birds  in  the  dis- 
trict This  was  particularly  true  In  re- 
spect to  the  large  flocks  of  pheasants 
which  were  formerly  a  feature  of  the 
woods  of  Oak  Bsy.  Today  these  game 
birds  wsre  rarely  to  be  eeen,  but  evi- 
dences of  their  having  been  killed  by 
the  owls  were  to  be  found  evrywhere. 
The  pheasants  were  an  easy  prey  on 
account  of  their  habit  of  roosting  In 
the  open  among  the  taller  trees,  thus 
being  easily  detected  and  surprised  by 
the  owla  Trie  quail,  finding-  cover  In 
thick  .  underbrush,  have  escaped  the 
plague  to  a  greater  extent.  Never  In 
the  memory  of  Mr.  Gunter,  who  has 
been  a  resident  of  the  district  for 
about  to  years,  have  the  owls  been  aa 
numerous.  Usually,  he  says,  a  few  grey 
owls  are  to  ho  found  In  tha  Utplands 
district,  though  this  year  he  has  seen 
none  of  this  variety.  The  large  speci- 
men he  killed  on  Saturday  be  surprised 
In  the  act  of  feedlngg  on  a  fat  chicken 
abstracted  from  a  neighboring  run.

NEW  YORK.  Nov.  21. — Seldom  has 
the  boxlnK  season  started  with  a  greater 
lack  of  genuine  contendere  in  the  ban- 
tam, feather,  welter  and  heavyweight 
divisions,  in  view  of  which  there  Is  very 
little  prospect  of  sound  competition  un- 
til new  talent  is  developed.

NKW  YORK.  Nov.  SI.— Pear  that  the 
blonde  lisk  linos  may  prove  a  menace  to 
hie  expedition  was  expressed  by  Hle- 
fanaaon,  the  explorer,  la  a  latter  writ* 
tea  from  Capo  Kellett.  Banks  Island, 
la  the  Arctic  and  received  by  Dr.  Her. 
bert  J.  Hplnaen,  asalstant  curator  of  an* 
thropology  at  the  American  Uumuiii  of 
Natural  History  la  this  city.  8tefa,ns, 
aoa  wrote  in  part: 

"W*  have  had  a  falling  out  with  the 
blonde  Esklmoa  which  is  exceedingly 
unfortunate.  I  scat  the  captain  of  the 
Polar  Bear  to  them,  and  he  treated 
them  as  If  they  were  civilised,  hut  told 
them  we  were  not  a  superior  order  of 
balnea  to  them.  They  did  not  know  thla 
and  would  aot  act  on  this  basis.  Little 
led  to  more,  ending  with  their  strip- 
ping the  captain's  party  of  all  they 
bad,  down  to  their  drinking  cupa  and 
Plates.  ^ 

"To  make  matters  tenfold  worse,  they 
get  a  aev-.ro  cold  (Influenza,  or  what- 
ever you  call  It),  and  the  ladt  we  knew 
the  Kakimos  were  on  the  verge  of 
starvation  because  Illness  had  prevent- 
ed hunting.  This  we  learned  from  two 
men  who  came  to  see  us  from  Ransjay 
Island, 

"Others  were  afraid  to  coma  They 
believed  we  gav«  them  Influent*  by 
witchcraft,  and  prayed  us.  by  deputa- 
tion, to  remove  the  epidemic 

"Snould  death  occur  either  from 
disease  or  starvation,  the  break  with 
them  will  be  serious.  For  the  present 
thoy  profeee  great  friendliness  for  me 
personally. 

"I  had  hoped  to  stay  with  them  some 
months  for  study,  but  now  we  shall 
have  to  guard  house  and  camp."

TIME  Of  SUNRISE  AND 
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OTTAWA,  Nov.  21. — Alex.  Johnston, 
Deputy  Minister  of  Marine,  in  his  an- 
nual report  deals  with  the  effect  of  the 
war  on  trade.  He  states  that  In  former 
years  It  was  the  custom  to  value  ship- 
ping on  the  Canadian  register  at  |30  a 
ton.  This  figure  was,  of  course,  an 
arbitrary  one,  but  having  regard  to 
arrearages  fairly  approximated  real 
value.  At  the  present  time  values  are 
abnormal  and  actual  sales  are  frequent 
at  prices  ranging  from  f 76  a  ton  dead 
weight  capacity  to  upward  of  $100. 
Freight  rates  have  enormously  Inojwased 
during  the  last  year,  due  to  theTgreat 
number  of  ships  chartered  for  use  as 
transports. 

During  the  year  there  has  been  much 
discussion  as  to  the  development  of  a 
Canadian  mercantile  marine.  Mr.  John- 
ston hopes  that  in  the  development  of 
any  schemes  that  may  be  adopted,  so 
far  at  least  as  foreign  trade  Is  con- 
cerned, It  may  be  taken  for  granted  that 
the. day  of  the  small  carrier  has  passed 
by  and  that  the  building  of  ships  of  less 
than  300  tons  will  be  discouraged.  The 
total  number  of  vessels  on  the  Cana- 
dian register  at  the  end  of  the  fiscal 
year  was  8,681,  measuring  1.215,  310 
tons.  This  is  an  Increase  of  nearly 
300,000   tons.

VANCOUVER,  B.  C,  Nov  21 —Damage 
to  the  rigging  and  the  loss  of  top 
hampers  of  the  bark  Amy  Turner, 
owned  by  Bond  Brothers,  of  Vancouver, 
wia  sustained  TS  a  aeavy  SB'O-  eiF 
countered  by  the  ship  on  Its  voyage  to 
Shanghai,  according  to  word  received 
here  from  Shanghai.  As  well  aa  thla 
ill-luck  the  master  of  the  ship,  Capt. 
Llndgreen,  of  Vancouver,  died  when  ten 
days  out. 

The  amount  of  the  damage  has  not 
been  reported  as  yet,  but  rumors  have 
been  going  around  to  the  effect  that  It 
Is  extensive.  However,  the  owners  Of 
the  ship  discount  the  storlsa  of  ssrlous 
damage.  They  say  that  the  cable  ad- 
vising them  of  the  ship's  arrival  men- 
tioned only  damage  to  the  rigging. 

A  rapid  passage  was  made  by  the 
Amy  Turner.  She  waa  ninety-three  day's 
out  from  Wauna,  Oregon,  with  a  cargo 
of  lumber.

Capt,  O'Brien,  of  the  Mariposa, 
has  accepted  shipments  In  bulk,  handl- 
ing the  flah  with  net  slings,  saving  the 
coet  of  icing  and  boxing  here.  If  the 
steamship  companies  will  co-operate  by 
allowing  cold  storage  room,  which  would 
otherwise  be  empty  on  the  southbound 
trip,  to  be  used  for  halibut  In  bulk,  the 
cost  of  handling  Alaaka  halibut  via  Seat- 
tle would  -be  greatly  reduced,  thus  giv- 
ing an  opportunity  to  compete  with 
Prince  Rupert.

Advance  Again  Yester- 
day— Labor  Shortage  Given 
as  Cause — Wholesale  Mar- 
ket Situation. 


The  scarcity  of  butter  and  cheese— not  ts 
epesk  of  other  varieties  sf  dairy  produce- 
Is  steadily  becoming  mora  aerioua  and  yro> 
terday  saw  aa  advance  In  the  price  of  fresh 
Eaatern  butter  of  several  points  Owing  to 
the  enormous  demand'  for  cheese  by  the 
Canadian  Oovernment  ta  aupply  the  troopa 
With  rations.  It  la  tew  Impossible  to  buy 
that  commodity,  wholesale,  at  laaa  than  ST 
cents  per  pound,  aa  against  th*  ii  cents 
charged    last    weak    by    local    merchant*. 

The  same  situation  is  being  felt  through- 
out the  world,  and  so  far  thsre  seem*  to 
havo  been  no  direct  reason  given  aa  to  the 
cause.  It  is  stated  that  the  scarcity  of 
labor  In  agricultural  districts  has  much  to 
do  with  ths  question,  slthough  preeeal  con- 
ditions are  without  doubt  due  to  a  variety 
of  cause.,  all  brought  about  through  tha 
war. 

It  la  expected  that  the  price  of  both 
butter  and  uheeae  will  continue  to  advanco 
till  next  Spring,  ao  that  tha  outlook  for 
consumers  I.  anything  but  bright.  New 
Zealand,  which  haa  been  keeping  all  Ha 
butter  w.hln  It.  own  boundaries  practical- 
ly ever  since  the  beginning  of  war.  will 
send  its  first  shipment  to  Victoria  next 
week 

Kour  or  five  ataipmenls  of  Japanese 
orange,  will  reach  the  city  prior  to  Christ- 
mas, ao  that  the  supply  should  be  equal 
to  the  demand.  An  abundance  of  cran- 
berries for  the  holiday  aeaenn  la  tho  as- 
surance contained  In  the  prospect  for  tho 
present  week  through  the  scheduled  arrival 
of  large  shipments  from  Esstern  points. 
Celery    will    probably    be    scarce    and    high. 

Notwithstanding  the  bountiful  crop  of 
sweet  potatoes,  which  thla  aeason  la  ex- 
traordinarily large,  the  prices  now  are  be- 
ginning to  climb.

OF  HA1M  SLTPLY 

Valuable  Data  Contained  in 
Report  of  Fisheries  Depart- 
ment— B.  C.  Leads  in  Value 
of  Product. 


The  report  of  the  Provincial  Fisheries 
Department  for  the  year  1915  has  just 
boon  Issued  by  the  King's  Printer.  Ir 
Is  a  notable  publication  containing 
many  valuable  papers.  Including;  the, 
•Life  of  the  ttockeye  Balmon."  by  Dr. 
C.  H.  Gilbert.  "The  Halibut  Fishery— 
The  Biology  of  the  Species  and  the 
Condition  of  the  Banks,"  by  W.  F. 
Thompson;  "The  Life  of  Pacific 
Oyster* — Environment,"  by  Dr.  ,Jos. 
.Stafford,  ajid  reports  from  the  spawn- 
ing grounds  of  the  principal  salmon 
streams.  The  report  is  replete  with 
statistics  and  tabulations,  and  through- 
out maintains  the  high  standard  of  re- 
ports Issued  by  the  Department. 

The  value  of  the  fishery  products 
for  the  Province  for  the  year  ending 
March  31,  1*16.  totalled  $11,515,085.  or 
.868  per  cent  of  the  total  fishery  pro- 
ducts of  the  Dominion.  British  Colum- 
bia fishery  products  exceeded  those  of 
any  other  Province  by  $3,784,806.  and 
exceeded  the  combined  fishery  products 
of  New  Brunswick,  Ontario,  Quebec  and 
Prince  EdwardJLaland  by  $633,618.  This- 
favorable  snowing  Is  mad*  notwith- 
standing that  British  Columbia  show* 
a  decrease  from  that  of  the  previous 
year  of  $2,376,312.  owing  to  the  fact 
that  it  was  "an  off  year"  on  the  Fraser. 

In  reviewing  the  run  of  salmon  to 
the  principal  rivers  and  inlets  it  is 
brought  out  that  Department  Investi- 
gations make  it  appear  altogether  prob- 
able that  a  component  part  of  the.  run 
of  sockeye  to  the  Fraser  River  dis- 
trict approaches  that  river  from  the 
north,  through  Johnson  Straits,  and 
that  all  do  not  come  in  from  the  open 
sea  through  Juan  de  Fuca  Strait  as 
ha*-  been  generally  supposed. 

Considerable  comment  Is  given  to  the 
importance  of  Prince  Rupert  as  a  fish- 
ing centre.  The  development  of  the 
halibut  fishery  there  is  the  moat  grati- 
fying feature  of  the  year.  In  1911 
Prince  Rupert  received  7,520,110  pounds 
of  fresh  halibut  and  in  1915  16, 095, 315 
pound*. 

During  the  year  the  Department  con- 
tinued the  scientific  investigations  of 
the  life  history  of  Important  food 
fishes  which  distinguishes  its  work.. 
No  other  branch  in  Canada  has  equalled 
In  importance  the  economic  fishery  in- 
vestigations of  this  Department. 
Valuable  Papers 

The  appendix  of  the  report  Just  Is- 
sued contains  the  third  "Contribution 
to  the  Life  of  the  Sockeye  Salmon,"  by 
Dr.  C.  H.  Gilbert.  During  the  year  un- 
der review  he  conducted  a  moat  compre- 
hensive examination  of  sockeye  runs 
throughout  the  Province.  Besides  the 
investigations  of  the  principal  river 
systems  some  forty-four  smaller  rivers 
and  creeks  received  attention.  One  of 
the  principal  reasons  for  extending  the 
scope  of  the  Investigations  was  to 
throw  further  light  on  the  applicability 
of  the  Parent  Stream  Theory.  The  va- 
lidity of  this  Important  theory  has  been 
conclusively  demonstrated  in  the  case 
of  the  larger  rivers  of  the  Province, 
In  the  reports  of  the  Department  for 
1»13  and  1914.  Examination  of  many 
thousands  of  scales  of  sockeye  salmon 
has  removed'  any  possible  doubt  that 
the  progeny  of  the  Fraser  River  fish 
return  to  that  water  to  spawn.  It  Is 
also  true  of  the  salmon  of  each  of  the 
large  river  basins.  They  all  return  to 
the  parent  stream.  And  It  Is  now 
shown  as  a  result  Of  the  past  year's 
work  that  this  principal  holds  In  the 
oase  of  all  the  rivers  and  creeks  of  the 
Province,  however  small  or  however 
near  together  they   may  enter  the  sea. 

In  demonstrating  this  theory  Dr.  Oil- 
bert  ._has  tabulation*  of  scales  of 
over  50,000  sockeye.  The  practical  sig- 
nificance of  this  demonstration  is  ob- 
vious since  in  order  to  maintain  the 
run  of  salmon  to  a  given  district.  It 
will  not  be  adequate  to  install  a 
hatchery  on  any  convenient  stream, 
Into  which  the  entire  output  of  the 
hatchery  is  turned.  Each  stream  must 
receive  separate  consideration.  The 
original  source  of  the  eggs  is  seeming- 
ly a  matter  of  no  Importance.  The 
destination  of  the  adult  salmon  Is  de- 
termined by  the  location  In  which  they 
were  reared.  To  what  extent  the  Par- 
ent Stream  -Theory  holds  for  the  tribu- 
taries of  the  larger  river  systems  Is  a* 
yet  undertermlned  and  is  of  the  utmoat 
importance. 

Dr.  Gilbert's  paper  contains  many  re-> 
productions  from  microscopic  photo- 
graphs of  the  nuclear  region  of  the 
scale* — that  part  of  the  scale  first  pro- 
duced— the  record  of  Its  life  In  fresh 
water.  The  paper  Is  a  great  addition 
to  the  contributions  on  the  life  of  the 
Pacific  salmon  and  win  be  read  with  in- 
terest by  all  concerned  In  this  economic 
study. 

<■     Halibut    Tishory 

William  F.  Thompson,  In  eharge  of 
the  halibut  investigation  conducted  by 
the  Department,  contributes  to  the  ap- 
pendix of  this  report  a  paper  on  "Sta- 
tistics of  the  Halibut  Fishery  of  the 
'  Pacific,  Their  Bearing  on  the  Biology 
of  the  Species  and  the  Conditions  of  the 
Banks."     Of  this  paper  the  report  saye: 

"The  most  Immediately  Important 
conclusion  In  this  paper  Is  the  fact 
of  depletion.  The  evidence  submitted 
is  conclusive.  Me  frankly  disregards 
all  published  statistics  of  the  catch  and 
proves  his  contention  from*  the  logs  of 
over  foe  voyages  of  vessel*  engaged  In 
halibut  fishing.  The  tabulations  sub- 
mitted are  Invaluable  in  considering 
the  future  of  the  fishery.  Indeed,  thev 
contribution  which  Is  made  to  the 
knowledge  of  the  species  by  such  de- 
.Mle.!  statistics  Is  surprising  In  Itself. 
The  present  condition  of  the  fishing 
banks  is  undoubtedly  shown  to  relate 
to  Its  past  history  and  justifies  the  con- 
clusions drawn  from  the  study  mad* 
on  the  biology  of  the  banks." 

Among  the  fsct*  presented  In  the 
psper  one  which  stands  forth  conspic- 
uously Is  the  great  effect  which  the 
operations  of  the  fishermen  have  had 
on  the  character  of  the  halibut  popu- 
lation of  the  various  bank*.  Not  only 
have  they  been  very  extensively  deplet- 
ed but  the  proportion  of  the,  mature  and 
Immature,  of  large  and  small  fish,  ha* 
been  radically  changed.  The  extensive 
fishing  has.  it  Is  evident,  made  It*  in- 
fluence felt  throughout  the  whole  bio- 
logical appearance  of  the  species  and 
la  doing  ••  It  ts  rendered  precarious 
the  future  of  the  banks,  particularly 
the  older  or  longer  known.  The  num- 
ber of  halibut  etill  found  on  them  !• 
so  small,  and  the  percentage  off  ma- 
ture fish  In  the  population  has  fallen 
•o  low.  that  It  appear*  that  the  halt- 
but  In  the  Pacific,  like  the  Atlantt*. 
will  drop  to  a  minor  peedtten  i.mong  the 
food  ft»he*  It  i*  diftVurt  to  see  where-* 
hi  more  proof  of  depletion  than  Is  Mere)

The  rata  of  decre— o  en  the  banks. 
ever  78  per  cent  for  each  deemde.  to 
surprisingly  large.  Tot  It  must  be 
remembered  that  the  constant  shifting 
to  new  bank*  he*  staved  off  a  portion 
of  the  effect*  of  Impoverishment.  The 
progress  from  the  bank*  at  Cspe  Flat- 
tery to  Hecate  8 traits,  and  from  there 
to  Tukutat  and  beyond,  baa  been  at  * 
constantly  accelerated  rate  a*  the  total 
catch  ha*  grown  from  year  to  year. 
When  expansion  1*  at  an  end.  aa  It 
will  Inevitably  be,  the  fl*hlng  fleet 
must  return  to  the  older  known  bank*, 
which  will  then  be  depleted  beyond 
their  present  condition  unless  measures 
are  taken  to  allow  them  to  recuperate. 
It  1*  very  plain  that  they  cannot  sup- 
port the  fishing  now  existent  or  any- 
thing comparable  with  U. 


Although  a  prophecy  of  immediate  de- 
cline la  the  total  yield  would  be  out  of 
Plaee.  the  situation  which  Mr.  Thomp- 
son makes  clear  I*  sufficiently  serious 
to  warrant  tb*  taking  ef  Immediate 
steps  for  conservation.  The  contem- 
plation of  experiment*  on  hatching  the 
halibut  must  lead  simply  to  ill-founded 
optimism  on  the  part  of  the  fishermen. 
In  the  fan*  of  the  wholesale  reduction 
of  the  number*  of  halibut  on  the  banks, 
the  establishment  of  hatcheries  cannot 
be  regarded  a*  anything  but  futile  and 
exceedingly  expensive  experimental 
work.  The  hatching  of  cod  and  plaice 
ha*  been  carried  on  by  many  govern- 
ment* without  any  tangible  result*.  In 
the  caae  of  the  halibut  nothing  could 
be  known  aa  to  It*  results  for  many 
year*  and  unlikely  aa  they  are  to  be  of 
value,  those  years  might  insure  the 
ruin  of  the  Industry  If  notion  were  de- 
layed pending  the  arrival  of  a  conclu- 
sion. It  is.  therefore,  necessary  to  re- 
gard tb*  suggestion  of  batcher y  relief 
a*  a  purely  theoretical  value  and  on* 
which  may  do  grea,t  harm  by  mislead- 
ing those  with  the  Interest  of  the  fish- 
ery at  lyeart. 

Mr.  Thompson  does  not  discuss  ex- 
tensively the  steps  which  could  be 
taken  to  conserve  the  halibut,  but  hi* 
paper  bring*  out  many  fact*  vital  to 
their  formulation.  The  exhausted  con- 
ditions of  the  banks  off  tbe  coast  la 
clearly  shown  and  establishes  the  vital 
need  of  their  protection  during  that 
portion  of  the  year  when  they  are 
yielding  the  largest  proportion  of  small 
and  Immature  fish.  Since  the  main  fish- 
ing has  shifted  farther  north  there 
■hould  'be  no  great  obstacle  to  the  ap- 
plication of  protective  measures  to  the 
southern  banks.  Protection  to  a  small 
area  or  the  establishment  of  closed 
zones  of  comparative  limited  extent  can 
nav*  no  effect  on  the  whole.  Effects 
of  the  close  season  in  various  month* 
may  be  judged  from  the  comparative 
yield*  given  In  Mr.  Thompson's  tabu- 
lations, the  value  of  such  closures  be- 
ing in  direct  proportion  to  the  activity 
of  the  fishery  at  the  tlra*  they  are  In 
Xorce. 

In  addition  to  the  above  paper  there 
is  reproduced  In  the  appendix  of  this 
report,  a  paper  entitled,  "The  Halibut 
Problem."  by  Mr.  Thompson,  which  was 
read  at  the  1916  meeting  of  the  Do- 
minion Commission  Of  Conservation. 
which  will  be  found  of  value. 

Dr.  Jo*.  Stafford,  of  McGtll  Univer- 
sity, who  was  retained  by  the  Depart- 
ment in  191$  to  report  on  the  native 
oyster  of  the  Province,  continued  hi*  In- 
vestigations and  In  this' report  has  an 
exhaustive  paper  on  "The  Environment 
of  the  Pacific  Oyster,"  which  Is  of  espe- 
cial value  to  oyster  grower*. 
■pawning  Oroonds 

Reports  from  the  spawning  grounds 
of  the  Fraser,  Skeena  and  Naas  Rivers 
and  River*  and  Smith  inlets  are  re- 
produced. The  report  .from  the  Fraser, 
by  John  Peas*  Babcock,  the  assistant 
to  the  commissioner,  shows  that  the 
run  of  salmon  In  that  district  in  191B 
presented  unusual  features,  both  on  the 
Oghlng  and  spawning  grounds.  It  Is 
shown  that  for  the  first  time  the  catch 
in  the  waters  of  the  Fraser  River  dis- 
trict was  greater  than  that  In  the 
American  waters  of  the  district,  and 
notwithstanding,  the  combined  i  stch 
consisted  of  only  155,613  canes,  being 
less  by  34,149. cases  than  that  of  four 
years  ago  and  the  smallest  yet  record- 
ed in  that  district. 

The  report  states  that  there  were  less 
sockeye  on  the  spawning  beds  of  the 
Fraser  above  Tale  than  in  any  former 
years  since  he  began  hi*  investiga- 
tion* in  1901.  And  on  the  other  hand 
the  spawning  beds  of  the  tributaries 
which  enter  the  Fraser  below  Tale  are 
shown  to  have  been  utilised  by  a  far 
greater  number  of  sockeye  than  In  any 
recent  year,  not  excepting  that  of  the 
last  big  year— 1913. 

The  total  number  of  sockeye  -eggs 
collected  in  the  district  below  Tale  ex- 
ceeded 6*, oo», ooo  as  againat  23.oeo.ooo 
four  years  ago.  This  1*  a  most  satis- 
factory and  surprialng  showing  when  It 
is  remembered  that  the  total  catch  this 
year  was  the  smallest  recorded.  This 
favorable  showing  is  attributed  by  Mr. 
Babcock  to  the  •  fact  that  the  fish  en- 
tered the  river  after  the  regular  fish- 
ing for  sockeye  waa  over  and  the  neta 
removed  from  the  waters.  The  water- 
shed of  the  Naas  and  Skeena  Rivers 
and  Rivers  and  Smith  inlets  are  shown 
to  have  been  well  seeded.  Attention  Is 
ceiled  to  th*  fact  that  the  run*  to 
these  northern  waters  show  a  satisfac- 
tory condition,  being  the  only  salmon 
waters  of  the  Pacific  where  the  run 
continues  normal. 

The  Department  is  certainly  to  be 
commended  upon  the  Issuance  of  so 
valuable  and  Important  a  report. 

SPEAKS  OF  TOBAIS 

OF  CITIZENSHIP

Lugrla  in  a  brief  address 
on  current  event*  referring  to  tbe  tole- 
gaphlc  report  of  a  few  weak*  ago  to 
the  effect  that  "the  Grand  Shereef  of 
Arabia  had  not  only  declared  himself  in- 
dependent of  the  rule  of  the  Sultan  of 
Turkey,  but  had  established  a  separ- 
ate kingdom  In  Arabia  with  himself  a* 
king."  He  gave  an  outline  of  tbe  his- 
tory of  akfohammedtem  through  th*  past 
three  centuries.  He  also  referred  to 
the  success  of  the  Allies  recently  ob- 
tained In  tbe  region  of  Monastic;  and 
other  events  of  the  past  few  days. 

Mra  Jenkins  Introduced  Mine  Alice 
Ravenblll.  who  delivered  aa  intensely 
interesting  lecture  on  "The  Home  in 
It*  Relation  to  Good  Citlx*n*hlp."  In 
her  opening  remark*  the  or  mini  re- 
ferred to  tb*  address  of  the  previous 
speaker  aa  "a  perfect  goat"  ghe  traced 
tbe  history  of  tbe  heme  far  several  cen- 
turies, and  compared  tb*  conditions  and 
Influence*  of  the  home*  la  th*  past 
with   tho—  of  the  present  day. 

'There  can  be  lie  cttl**.~  said  the 
apoaker.  "without  homos,  for  the  borne 
to  the  unit,  th*  foundation  upon 
th*  woVM  Ib  befflt.  The  ATM 
were  moat  primitive,  being  In  earn*  to. 
.stance*  cave*  and  under  rough  shelter: 
aad  paeelng  through  th*  peeled  *f  tbe 


existence  of  bate,  came  to  t ha  age  of 
■ton*  bewes  aad  marble  palace*.  Th* 
primitive  home  resulted  from  a  desire 
for  shelter;  than  a*  Urn*  passed  on  the 
conveniences  for  making  home  life  mora 
attractive,  aad  tho  aaoeoaity  of  caring 
for  tbe  children  adequately,  became  ap- 
parent; then  th*  condition*  affecting 
this  work  were  more  fully  realised  aad 
fulfilled  by  parent*.  Whan  th*  realisa- 
tion of  the  value  and  assistance  of  chil- 
dren became  apparent  to  them,  tho  pa-r- 
ents learned  to  guard  th*  lives  of  their 
children  for  future  service. 

"We  have  in  modern  days,"  she  said. 
"shelter  developed  in  the  highest  de- 
gree, comfortable  home*  and  palatial 
hotels  and  apartment  houses;  division 
of  labor,  agricultural  systems  and  splen- 
did methods  for  the  education  of  /the 
young.  It  to  a  recognised  fact  that  it 
la  during  tb*  first  seven  or  eight  years 
Of  life  that  the  habit*  of  the  rising  gen- 
eration are  formed,  which  endure  until 
rlpa  old  age.  Education,  which  was 
once  entirely  supervised  in  tbe  homea* 
la  now  perfectly  organised  in  th*  city 
schools.  But  too  often  the  development 
and  training  of  children  are- left  to  the 
eharge  of  the  child's  teacher,  and  not 
enough  Interest  manifested  by  th*  par- 
ent* in  his  or  her  progress.  Law  and 
order  are  also  essential*  to  a  harmoni- 
ous family  llfe,~and  discipline,  which 
waa  once  effected  by  fathers,  Is  now  rep- 
resented In  cities  by  magistrate*, 
judges  and  police  court*.  Public  health 
law*  have  also  been  elaborated  since 
the   primitive   days. 

"The  individual  thinks  too  much  of 
hla  own  pleasures  and  not  of  others. 
We  are  only  custodians  or  trustees  of 
our  lives,"  she  said,  "and  it  is  our  duty 
to  pass  on  our  records  aa  pure  aa  pos- 
sible. It  Is  sasumed  that  everybody 
knows  about  family  life,  but  If  we 
studied  the  subject  we  would  find  hid- 
den depths  of  great  benefit  and  inter- 
est. It  to  our  duty  and  privilege  to 
attain  the  highest  degree  of  efficiency, 
not  for  tbe  sake  of  fame  or  amassing 
a  fortune  but  to  establish  the  well  be- 
ing, progress  ami  prosperity  of  th* 
community. 

"The  home  must  be  sympathetic  with 
the  life  of  the  city  in  which  it  is  situ- 
ated, and  the  children  should  be  made 
to  feel  an  Interest  In  their  surround- 
lnga.  We  ahould  establish  the  habit  of 
mutual  service  aa  the  keynote  of  the 
life  of  the  young  people.  Dtocontent 
and  discontent  minus  an  ideal  is  the 
sign  of  restlessness,  whereas  discontent 
plus  an  ideal  ts  a  aign  of  progress.  It 
I*  thus  our  idea  to  discover  and  de- 
velop this  elusive  ideal.  We  should 
also  teach  the  rising  generation '  to 
cherish  and  guard  the  property  of  not 
only  private  ownership  but  the  public 
thoroughfares,  parks,  shade  trees  and, 
above  ell,  bird  and  animal  life."

The  advance  of  a  portion  of  the 
naval  troop*  was  temporarily  held  up 
by  a  strong  German  redoubt  joining  the 
first  and  second  rows  of  trenches  and 
containing  many  concreted  machine 
guns,  the  fire  from  which  prevented 
the  battalion*  on  the  left,  Immediately 
south  of  the  quarries  of  Beaumont- 
Hamel,  from  securing  the  entire  posi- 
tion. 

Officer's   Determination 
But    the   bluejackets    nearer    back    of 
the   Ancre    pushed    through    to   the   out- 
skirts   of    Beaucourt    within    a,n      hour, 
where    they    remained   all   day   under   a 
heavy   machine   gun   and     snipers'    fire. 
At  nightfall  the  position  of  the  division 
was   somewhat   confused,    but   a   batta- 
lion officer  with  a  contingent,  although 
wounded  14  hours  before,  determined  to 
storm   the   village   at   dawn   with    what 
composite    naval    troops    could    be      as- 
sembled In  the  darkness  and  among  the 
craters    and    temporary    shelter    of    tha 
ground  newly  won.     This  officer  has  had 
an    adventurous    career,    being    a    suc- 
cessful gun  runner  In.  Mexico  and  hav- 
ing  also  fought  on  Gallipoli  with  great 
dstlnctlon,     eulning     the    Distinguished 
iiervica  Order.

RAISING  PAPER  PRICES 

British  -SubUahers  Pass  Masolntion  Boo. 
onunsading  Increase  of  Halfpenny    ' 
Thronghont  Country 

LONDON",  Nov,  21.-*- A  resolution  was 
adopted  at  a  meeting  of  representatives 
of  British  newspaper  proprietors  held 
in  London  yesterday  recommending  that 
the  newspapers  throughout  the  coun.try 
raise  their  price  by  a  half-penny. 

A  London  dispatch  on  November  12 
reported  an  Increase  In  the  price  of  The 
London  Times  beginning  November  30 
to  three  half-pence,  or  a  half-penny 
above  the  former  price.

The 
machine  gunners  In  tho  redoubt  saw 
some  of  a  tank's  crew  emerging 
through  a  hatchway  with  a  gun,  which 
the  men  were  mounting  in  a  crater  be- 
side the  tanks.  The  Germans  hoisted 
a  dirty  handkerchief  on  a  long  pole  as 
a  signal   of  surrender. 

The  naval  troops  surrounded  the  re- 
doubt and  ordered  tho  occupants  of  the 
dugouts  to ,  "come  on  deck  and  step 
lively.'     over   400   men   came   tumbling

LONDON.  Nor.  21.  —  Notwithstanding 
protests  from  the  United  States.  Holland 
and  the  Vatican,  Germany  Is  still  deport- 
ing Belgian  workmen.  Moreover,  she  Is 
now  registering,  presumably  for  future  de- 
portation, all  cltlsens  of  Switzerland  and 
the  Duchy  of  Luxemburg  who  are  resi- 
dents of  Belgium.

A  group  of  Lux- 
emburgers  have  already  been  deported. 
Spanish  Protest  Sent 
MADRID,  Nov.  21. — A  semi-official  note 
made  public  here  today  announces  that  tha 
Spanish  ambassador  In  Berlin  has  handed 
the  German  Government  a  strong  protest 
against  the  deportations  In  Belgium.  The 
protest  came  from  the  Spanish  diplomatic 
representative  at  Brussels.  The  Ambassa- 
dor, who  Is  charged  with  the  protection  of 
Belgian  Interests,  asked  the  Government  to 
relinquish  Its  measures  for  deportation  and 
to  release  those  who  have  been  victims  of 
It.

Rapid  Advance  Leads  to  Cap- 
ture of  Much  Ground  Near 
Grandcourt — All  Held  but 
One  Point. 
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LONDON,  via  Ottawa,  Nov.  21.— Tho 
following  communication  was  issued  to- 
day by  the  Canadian  War  Records  Of- 
fice: 

"Shortly  after  6  o'clock  on  the  morn- 
ing of  November  18  our  guns  opened  a 
heavy  barrage  along  the  trenches  oppo- 
site the  Canadian  positions,  and  our 
troops  went  over  (he  parapet.  The  Ger- 
man guns  promptly  put  up  a  counter- 
barrage,  but  It  proved  comparatively 
weak,  and  our  men  went  through  It 
with  fewer  casualties  than  were  to  be 
expected, 

"Our  advance  was  on  a  front  of  about 
2,600  yards.  The  movement  was  prac- 
tically a  swing  forward  to  our  left, 
pivoting  on  the  right,  and  was  every- 
where successful.  In  depth  the  gain 
varied  from  about  200  yards  on  the 
right  to  something  under  1,000  yards  on 
the  left.  The  main,  or  left,  portion  of 
our  objective  was  a  strong  line,  which 
our  guns  had  been  shelling  heavily  for 
several  days  before  the  attack.  The 
whole  objective  was  quickly  con- 
solidated under  the  protection  of  our 
barrage  and  was  held  securely,  except 
for  a  short  stretch  on  the  right  of  the 
point  where  the  trench  crosses  the  Pys 
road. 

"At  this  point  the  line  for  several 
hundred  yards  passed  over  a  knoll  ex- 
posed to  a  destructive  shell  fire  from 
the  enemy's  batteries.  The  knoll  proved 
to  be  a  nest  .  of  machine  guns.  Our 
troops  fell  back  behind  the  crest  and 
established   themselves. 

"The  unwoundes  prisoners  taken  by 
the  Canadians  consisted  of  seventeen 
officers  and  462  other  ranks,  to  which 
should  be  added  about  160  wounded 
prisoners,  with  others  not  yet  re- 
ported."
